Lambda 

United in 
hypocrisy?

T he Lambda Legal Defense and Ed¬ 
ucation Fund will host a private 
luncheon for donors in San Fran¬ 
cisco on Wednesday, November 18, at 
the downtown law offices of Brobeck, 
Phleger, and Harrison - the lead attor¬ 
neys for United Airlines, in the passen¬ 
ger carrier’s continuing legal dispute 
over implementation of the city’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance. 

The law requires companies doing 
business with the city to offer the same 
benefits to employees’ domestic part¬ 
ners that they offer to spouses. United 
filed a lawsuit against the city in 1997; 
in April, U.S. District Court Judge 
Claudia Wilken upheld the bulk of the 
city’s law but did rule that United does 
not have to offer medical and pension 
benefits. The air carrier was required 
to offer other benefits such as bereave¬ 
ment leave and travel, and is fighting 
that part of Wilken’s ruling in court. A 
hearing has been set for January. 

Jennifer Pizer, openly gay managing 
attorney at Lambda’s western regional 
office in Los Angeles, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the event is being orga¬ 
nized because one of the openly gay 
partners at Brobeck, George Tuttle, is 
a Lambda board member. “He’s host¬ 
ing the luncheon, it’s for donors only,” 
Pizer said, adding she’s also planning 
on attending the event. 

Asked if she’ll mention the ongoing 
legal battle between United and the 
city during her remarks to the Lambda 
donors, Pizer said it’s “possible.” 

“It’s possible I’ll mention the ATA 
case,” Pizer said, referring to the Air 
Transport Association, which origi¬ 
nally filed the lawsuit; United filed 
suit in its own name earlier this year. 

Lambda was one of several organi¬ 
zations that filed an amicus brief on 
behalf of the city, which is a brief filed 
with the court in support of the city’s 
case against United Airlines. 

‘They help ... we sue’ 

Pizer also acknowledged that 
Lambda staff regularly fly on United 
when traveling across the country, but 
insisted there is no ethical conflict be¬ 
cause the nonprofit organization does 
not pay for the travel; United provides 
it free. Pizer could not explain why the 
airline offers free travel to Lambda staff, 
many of whom are openly gay, but re¬ 
fuses to offer travel benefits to domes¬ 
tic partners of its own gay workers. 

“We don’t pay United. We receive 
free travel from United. They help us 
do the work we do to sue them,” Pizer 
said, adding she generally flies South¬ 
west Airlines when traveling. “I’m try¬ 
ing to work in 10 states. There’s no 
airline we could use.” She was refer¬ 
ring to the fact that no air carriers 
offer benefits to domestic partners of 
workers. Pizer also noted that many 
large companies don’t “do what we 
want,” in terms of policies, or benefits 
that help the lesbian and gay commu- 
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Ammiano leads

D emocrat Gray Davis, the state’s cur¬ 
rent lieutenant governor, broke a 16- 
year Republican stronghold on the 
California Statehouse Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 3, handily defeating GOP Attorney 
General Dan Lungren by a near-landslide 
margin of 20 percentage points. Additional¬ 
ly, Davis’s impressive 58 to 38 percent win 
helped carry much of the Democratic state 
ticket to victory as well; Cruz Bustamante, a 
termed-out assemblyman, was elected to re¬ 
place Davis as the state’s new lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor, marking the first time in more than 
100 years that a Latino has held that post, and 
the first time in decades that the state’s two 
top elected officials are from the same party. 

Another big win for California was De¬ 
mocratic U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer. Unof¬ 
ficial returns showed Boxer with a 10-point 
win over GOP state Treasurer Matt Fong. 
Boxer, thought to be a probable loser only 
weeks ago, pulled off a stunning political 
comeback to return to Washington D.C. for 
a second term. 

Locally, San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano was leading the field of candidates 
for five seats on the board early Wednesday 
morning, poised to become the governing 
body’s second openly gay board president. Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom was trailing Ammi¬ 
ano, although nearly 40,000 absentee ballots 
were yet to be counted at press time. Supervi¬ 
sor Mabel Teng, probably the biggest spender 
in the supervisorial contest, was lagging be¬ 
hind Ammiano and Newsom, with openly gay 
Supervisor Mark Leno finishing a strong 
fourth. The fifth spot was apparently going to 
incumbent Amos Brown, but this too, was too 
close to call and after absentee ballots are 
counted, Victor Marquez, an openly gay at¬ 
torney, could possibly take that fifth slot. 

East Bay state Senator Bill Lockyer, one of 
the Legislature’s top members, won the state 
attorney general’s post, replacing Lungren. 
Other statewide Democratic winners are: 
Sacramento businessman Phil Angelides,

T he fact that there was no organized 
celebration in the Castro for Hal¬ 
loween, and a bit of rain earlier in the 
evening, did not deter 200,000 people 
who showed up Saturday for the non-event 
assembly. 

The march against hate and violence, as re¬ 
ported in the B.A.R. last week, managed to 
draw an estimated 1,000 participants to Cas¬ 
tro and Market streets, according to San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department (SFPD) estimates; 


about 500 people completed the march to the 
Hall of Justice after a 7 p.m. rally. 

“I thought it was overwhelmingly suc¬ 
cessful; it was a powerful mix of somber, re¬ 
spectful mourning and anger,” said Jonathan 
Katz, chair of the queer studies department 
at City College who spoke to the assembled 
crowd at the march. 

“For me the most compelling moment 
was seeing two baby dykes, clearly on their 
first march,” Katz told the Bay Area Reporter , 
adding that this was a passing of the queer 
torch to a new generation of activists. 
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The Halloween march against hate and violence started in the Castro.

Gay community center 
plans taking shape

he revised design of the 
planned Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual, Transgender (LGBT) 
Community Center Project was 
unveiled Monday, November 2, 
and while there was a small crowd 
on hand, those who attended liked 
the changes that the architects 
have incorporated after several 
weeks of community meetings. 

Construction for the center is 
expected to begin in a year. A four- 
story new facility will be built next 
to the renovated historic Fallon 
Building, on Market Street at Oc- 
tavia Street. The three-sided lot is 
bordered by Waller Street. 

Most significantly, a new de¬ 
sign has been developed for the 
exterior of the Waller Street side 
of the proposed new facility. 
Comments from community 
members indicated it was viewed 
as “too monolithic”; the new 
scheme softens the facade. Addi¬ 
tionally, architect Jane Cee said 
the entire new structure has again 
been lowered; the overall height 
has been reduced about three feet 
on the Market Street side and six 
feet on the Waller Street side. 

The center’s next step is to 
work on pricing for the revised 
design and to finalize the design. 
Several refinements will probably 
be made, Cee said, but the overall 
design is pretty much completed. 
“Today, we’ve completed the first 


major phase,” said CCP board 
member Dana Van Gorder. “From 
now to March it will be refine¬ 
ments. After tonight, we’re not 
going to make a whole lot of 
changes. The whole project is very 
much on time.” 

Other changes to the communi¬ 
ty center include adding a unisex 
bathroom on the third floor and in¬ 
creasing the size of the youth space. 
A reconfiguration of the commer¬ 
cial cafe’s facade on the ground 
floor has been completed as well as 
the front doors of the center. 

Changes have been made to the 
planned auditorium on the sec¬ 
ond floor, with an additional en¬ 
trance. As the result of public 
input, bicycle parking has been 
added in the building. The stage in 


the multipurpose room has been 
made portable; this was also the 
result of community input, as res¬ 
idents who attended the meetings 
felt a permanent stage would limit 
the types of uses for the room. 

The center still has meeting 
space for community groups, a 
child watch area, a ceremonial 
room, and the roof-top deck. 
Changes have been made in terms 
of the layout of rooms in the cen¬ 
ter, Cee added. ▼

Grab those brooms for 
‘Great Sweep’ Saturday

:.. t’s another “Great Sweep.” Yes, 
• right after Election Day, the 
city’s movers and shakers are 
expected to join thousands of cit¬ 
izens who will sweep sidewalks 
and pick up trash throughout San 
Francisco this Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 7. People can arrive at loca¬ 
tions throughout the city to grab a 
broom and help out; participants 
should wear heavy gloves and 
bring plenty of water to drink. 

Mayor Willie Brown launched 
the Great Sweep program last 
November, and followed it up 
with one in May. This Saturday’s 
will be the third such citywide 
operation, being organized by the 
Department of Public Works 


(DPW) in conjunction with Nor- 
cal Waste Systems and other com¬ 
panies. During the first two 
events, over 100 tons of trash was 
collected, according to the 
mayor’s office. 

Described as a cooperative ef¬ 
fort between public agencies and 
private citizens, Great Sweeps are 
people working together by 
sweeping sidewalks, picking up 
trash, and generally making their 
neighborhoods more beautiful. 

DPW spokesman Alex Mamak 
said the San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Freedom Band will help 
kick off the Great Sweep at 8:30 
a.m. Saturday in Civic Center 
Plaza. Other entertainers will also 
be on hand, as well as DPW 
workers who will be handing out 
free T-shirts. Mamak said a group 


of motorcycle riders will be doing 
stunts with brooms, in an effort 
to stir up excitement. 

District 8 represents the Cas¬ 
tro and people can arrive at many 
sites, including the Women’s 
Building, 3542 18th Street; Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church, 
150 Eureka Street; and the Harvey 
Milk Academy, at 19th and 
Collingwood streets. In Noe Val¬ 
ley, people can show up at the fire 
station at 100 Hoffman Avenue, 
the fire station at 3880 26th 
Street, and the Upper Noe Recre¬ 
ation Center on 30th Street. ▼

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Castro assault 
victim seeks witnesses

. gay man said he was assault¬ 
ed in the Castro on Satur¬ 
day, October 24 by a man 
and a woman yelling anti-gay 
slurs, and needs witnesses to the 
incident if his case is to proceed. 

Peter Lee, a 42-year-old resi¬ 
dent of the Castro neighborhood, 
suffered only minor injuries from 
the attack, but his situation high¬ 
lights the importance of witness¬ 
es in moving forward with an in¬ 
vestigation in attacks like this. 

Lee was in the crosswalk with 
Zack, his dog, heading towards 
Zapata Taqueria on 18th Street 
shortly after 2 p.m. when a late- 
model, off-white Chevy Impala 
cut in front of him. 

Although Lee thought little of 
that incident, he next heard the 
passengers in the car yell “fucking 
faggot” at another pedestrian. 

Lee, taking offense at homo- 
phobic speech in the Castro area, 
yelled back, “If you are going to 
use that language get out of the 
neighborhood.” 

The suggestion apparently in¬ 
flamed the two already agitated 
occupants of the vehicle - a 
heavy-set, white female, about 
5’3”, with pale skin and stringy 
hair, and a black male, about 5’6”, 
possibly in his late 20s; both leapt 
from the car and attacked Lee. 

The scuffle, which lead to a cut 
on Lee’s temple and a bruise on 
his chest, ended when people in 
the neighborhood intervened. 

“I couldn’t believe the number 
of people who came up to me and 
offered me their support,” said 
Lee, “The people who got in¬ 
volved kept me from getting fur¬ 
ther injuries. I hugged two people 
that came to my aid.” 

Lee commented that he had 
observed past incidents in the 
neighborhood where people 
seemed reluctant to get involved, 
and speculated that the recent 
killing of Matthew Shepard may 
have created an increased com¬ 
mitment for people intervening in 
hate crimes. 

Tie-breaker sought 

Lee said one of those who in¬ 
tervened managed to get at least a 
partial license plate number from 
the vehicle, possibly the old blue 
or black California plates: XAS 
166; unfortunately that my not be 


enough information without con¬ 
firming witnesses, as law enforce¬ 
ment officials cautioned that the 
owners of the vehicle may not be 
the perpetrators of the assault. 

Feeling shaken after the inci¬ 
dent, Lee returned home “for 
comfort.” At first reluctant to file a 
report with police, he was con¬ 
vinced by his lover and friends to 
pursue the matter. 

Although better for his mental 
health, heading home before call¬ 
ing police may have caused a bit 
of a problem now coming to light 
as police seek to pursue an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Lee did not stop to get the 
names and numbers of possible 
witnesses at the scene, and since 
the police visited him at his home 
for the report, they were not able 
to gather any potential witnesses 
either. 

A San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment source verified that a lack of 
witnesses does slow down an in¬ 
vestigation and may cause a reluc¬ 
tance to aggressively pursue an in¬ 
vestigation that might not pro¬ 
duce a case strong enough to sur¬ 
vive in court. 

Without a “tie-breaking wit¬ 
ness,” the case is basically the 
word of one person against an¬ 
other, and may be difficult to 
prove to a jury. 

“District attorneys have the 
ethical duty not to charge what 
can’t be proven beyond a reason¬ 


able doubt,” said Susan Breall, a 
San Francisco assistant district at¬ 
torney with experience prosecut¬ 
ing a variety of cases. 

However, she cautioned that 
people should not over-interpret 
that standard and emphasized 
that no one should second guess 
the district attorneys who are re¬ 
sponsible for prosecution. 

In the case of assault or other 
violent crime, Breall believes the 
safety of the victim is paramount, 
but if possible, it would be help¬ 
ful for the victim to gather the 
names of some witnesses, or ask 
people who saw the crime to stay 
with them at the scene until po¬ 
lice arrive. 

Breall is also a great fan of 
whistles as a way to attract possi¬ 
ble witnesses and assistance to a 
potential attack as well as ward off 
would-be attackers, mentioning 
that she had not seen much pro¬ 
motion of that effort of late. 

People who witness crimes, as 
in the assault on Lee, may be very 
helpful in a prosecution and are 
encouraged to come forward at 
the scene or even after the attack 
by contacting the investigative 
branch of the police department 
or the district attorney’s office. V

Puckett crony in Poliakov death 
to walk free in four months

T/ he final court chapter in the 
murder case against Josh 
Puckett is over. Puckett’s 
former pal, Mardy Kisner, 24, has 
been sentenced to two years in 
prison for burglary and for being 
an accomplice after the fact to in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. Kisner 
pleaded guilty last week to both 
charges. With credit for time 
served and good behavior, he will 
likely go free in four months. 

Kisner told police he woke up 
on the Sunday before Labor Day 
last year to find 29-year-old Vitaly 
Poliakov dead and so badly beat¬ 


en that he said he couldn’t recog¬ 
nize him. The killing took place 
in a home belonging to a friend 
of Kisner’s, in the upscale East 
Bay city of Orinda. Kisner said he 
helped Puckett dispose of Poli¬ 
akov’s body in a creek in Puckett’s 
home town of Atascadero, about 
halfway between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. Kisner told po¬ 
lice that Puckett said he killed Po¬ 
liakov “because he’s a fag and he 
likes me.” 

But in an interview with this 
reporter, Kisner said his state¬ 
ments to police were a lie and that 
he never saw Poliakov’s body. He 
said police led him to believe that 
if he confessed to helping Puck¬ 


ett, he would not be charged. 

In September, as part of a plea 
bargain agreement, Puckett, 18, 
pleaded guilty to involuntary 
manslaughter and burglary. He 
was sentenced to 13 years, eight 
months. With credit for time 
served and good behavior in 
prison, Puckett will be free in 10 
years. 

Puckett says he’s not gay or bi¬ 
sexual and told police he hit Poli¬ 
akov repeatedly with a cider bot¬ 
tle to fend off a sexual assault. But 
investigators had insisted that 
blood splatter evidence indicates 
the fatal hit likely came from be¬ 
hind while Poliakov was already 
down. V

Bukowski new ED at 
ABC Positive Resources

fter completing a six- 
month search process, the 
board of directors at AIDS 
Benefits Counselors (ABC) Posi¬ 
tive Resource Center has named 
Ken Bukowski as the organiza¬ 
tion’s new executive director. 
Bukowski replaces Robert Emer¬ 
son, who had been serving as in¬ 
terim executive director following 
the resignation earlier this year of 
Paul Causey. 

“Ken brings the experience, 
commitment, and vision needed 
to lead the agency,” said Gary Vir¬ 
ginia, board president. “He is fo¬ 
cused on making sure we provide 
the best possible services for peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS.” 

Bukowski will earn an annual 
salary of $58,500; the agency has 
an annual budget of $875,000. 

Prior to being named execu¬ 
tive director, Bukowski served as 
associate director of the agency 
and was primarily responsible for 
fundraising and financial man¬ 
agement. He was executive direc¬ 
tor of the Lavender Youth Recre-

ation and Information Center 
(LYRIC) for two and a half years 
before joining ABC Positive Re¬ 
source Center at the end of 1997. 

“It is a tremendous honor to 
be selected as executive director of 
an agency with a great reputation 
for meeting client needs, an in¬ 
credible staff who are experts in 
their field, and a dedicated group 
of volunteers who serve as the 


backbone of the organization,” 
Bukowski said. 

ABC Positive Resource Center 
serves over 2,500 people living 
with HIV/AIDS each year and is 
recognized as the preeminent 
provider of benefits counseling 
and employment services in 
Northern California, Bukowski 
said. In fact, Bukowski said he an¬ 
ticipates hiring people soon to 
help the agency meet the needs of 
its clients, particularly regarding 
employment services. 

“As we witness the epidemic 
continue to impact the most dis¬ 
enfranchised communities, while 
at the same time seeing treatment 
options improve the length and 
quality of life for many individu¬ 
als, it is clear that Positive Resource 
Center’s comprehensive program 
of employment services and bene¬ 
fits counseling is essential to help 
people secure financial self-suffi¬ 
ciency,” Bukowski added. ▼

New pride board 
president elected

• he San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Pride Celebration Commit¬ 
tee, Inc. has a new board presi¬ 
dent, Executive Director Teddy 
Witherington announced. Openly 
gay Calvin Gipson was elected by 
his fellow board members, several 
of whom are also newcomers to 
the board, which will oversee the 
1999 and 2000 pride events. 

Also at last month’s election, 
seven new board members were 
chosen, joining three returning 
members. Five vacant seats remain; 
Witherington said the board decid¬ 
ed to reserve those seats for women 
and transgender applicants. 

Gipson, an archivist and spe¬ 
cial projects coordinator for Glide 
Memorial United Methodist 
Church, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he’s looking forward to 
helping organize the next two 
pride events, which will include 
the first pride of the new century. 
San Francisco traditionally has 
one of the larger gay pride cele¬ 
brations in the world, and Gipson 
pointed out that the 1999 event 
will celebrate the 30th anniversary 
of Stonewall, the riots that 
marked the beginning of the 
modern gay rights movement. 

“It’s a good time to be queer in 
San Francisco,” Gipson said. “We 
want to really make this a com¬ 
munity event and have the com¬ 
munity come together and cele¬ 
brate collectively as lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender.” 

Gipson pointed out that the 
queer community continues to 
struggle for civil rights, equality, 
and acceptance. Gipson has been 
active in the city’s gay communi¬ 
ty, though this is the first time he’s 
been involved with the pride or¬ 
ganization. He is on the speakers

bureau of Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV), served 
on the board of the San Francisco 
Gay Men’s Chorus, served as 
membership coordinator for the 
South Bay Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation, and is 
a member of Queer Arts Re¬ 
sources and the Media Alliance. 

Gipson’s professional back¬ 
ground includes corporate sales 
and events management for com¬ 
panies such as Apple, Oracle, and 
Cadence Systems. 

Theme parked 

Witherington, who will be or¬ 
ganizing his second San Francisco 
gay pride event in 1999, said he 
thinks the organization is “in for 
a thrilling period,” with the new 
board and leadership. “There; will 
be even more shaking it up than 
last year,” he said, referring to last 
year’s popular theme. 

This year’s theme will be de¬ 
cided by the board when they 
meet this Tuesday, November 10, 
said Witherington. Of the 33 


theme suggestions, the field was 
narrowed to three that will be 
voted on. The meeting is open to 
the public. Advertising will start 
soon, he said, for program sub¬ 
missions for next year’s pride cel¬ 
ebration, and there are plans for a 
logo contest. 

In addition to Gipson, another 
new director is Stephan Edwards, 
currently Mr. San Francisco 
Leather 1998 and Mr. Power¬ 
house, who’s serving as treasurer. 
Edwards worked with South of 
Market Merchants’ and Individu¬ 
als’ Lifestyles Events (SMMILE) in 
producing the Folsom Street and 
Dore Alley street fairs, and is as¬ 
sisting the Stop AIDS Project with 
a new HIV prevention campaign 
targeting the South of Market and 
leather communities. 

Also newly elected is Nicki 
Randolph, West Coast marketing 
specialist for WB20 television 
(formerly KOFY), which has tele¬ 
vised the Pride Parade annually 
since 1995. “Being a child from 
the 1960s, I still like to step out 
front and make a political state¬ 
ment. Our lives are just as relevant 
as anyone else’s and we shouldn’t 
be forced to take a back seat to 
anyone,” said Randolph. 

Gipson echoed her statement. 
“A look at the violence that’s hap¬ 
pening, with Matthew Shepard 
and others, shows we need to re¬ 
mind the world we’re human be¬ 
ings. We deserve equality and our 
rights,” said Gipson. 

Other new board members are 
Joey Cain, Jason Owen, Derick 
Wilson, and Ronald Wong. Re¬ 
turning board members are 
Joshua Smith, who’s vice presi¬ 
dent and has served for five years; 
Bill Beasley, another senior board 
member who’s served for five 
years; and Michael Fullam, who’s 
starting his second year on the 
board. 


Debt apparently retired 

In other pride committee 
news, Witherington told the 
B.A.R. that the organization’s fi¬ 
nancial statements have just been 
audited, with a report due soon. “I 
thought it would take two years to 
retire the debt, but it seems we’ve 
done it in a single year. I’m look¬ 
ing forward with great confidence 
to the parade and celebration,” 
Witherington said. 

Witherington said people in¬ 
terested in serving on the board 
should send a resume to Gipson’s 
attention. The pride board hopes 
to fill vacancies as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. ▼

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The GOP’s backlash blues 


t’s been a long time since the phrase 
“Happy Election Day” meant this much 
to us. It was a happy day, and a very 
happy night, as the returns started coming 
in. Now we can’t stop singing the song “Mr. 
Backlash,” written by gay African-American 
poet Langston Hughes and Nina Simone: 

You give me second class houses and 
second class schools 
Do you think all colored people are 
second class fools? 

The world is big, big and white and round, 
And it's full of folks like me who are black, 
yellow, beige and brown. 

Mr. Backlash, I'm gonna leave you-with the 
backlash blues 

Just what do you think I got to lose? 

I'm gonna leave you with the backlash blues. 

The backlash blues have said good-bye 
and good riddance to Lauch Faircloth, the 
obnoxiously theocratic Republican from 
North Carolina, and to Al D’Amato. D’Am¬ 
ato’s record on gay issues was admittedly bet¬ 
ter than many of his colleagues on that side 
of the aisle but his image of America was still 
far too shrill and extreme for him to be any¬ 
thing more intellectually challenging or so¬ 
cially engaging than a talk radio host. 

After the GOP tried so very hard to make 
the election a referendum on Bill Clinton, it 
is delicious to watch them now, pretending 
otherwise. After bragging that they antici¬ 
pated a filibuster-proof Senate and an in¬ 
crease of as many as 30 seats in the House, 
Republican leaders are now backpedaling 
and spinning to minimize their defeat. And 
it isn’t working. Despite Newt Gingrich’s at¬ 
tempt to paint the evening as some sort of 
victory for the Republicans because the 
party managed to “only” lose a handful of 
seats rather than its majority status, virtu¬ 
ally all reputable columnists and journalists 
in the country are correctly calling this a 
blow to Gingrich. And not the kind he likes 


to get in parked cars, either. 

Proposition results across the country also 
proved that voters are sick of the far right’s 
insistence on scrutinizing their beds 
and bongs, but the night was not a 
total victory for progressives. Gen¬ 
der neutrality in marriage laws , 
was defeated in two states; there is 
a lot of education ahead of us if we 
are to adequately explain to the rest 
of America why the issue is necessary. 

And, even after the gains by Democ¬ 
rats, there are still far too many 
members of Congress who 
voted for the heinous Defense 
of Marriage Act and against 
the fair and sensible Employee Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act, too many who signed the 
Contract With America and grovel at the 
money and influence trough of the Christ¬ 


ian Coalition. The balance of power shifted 
perceptibly, but not far enough. 

But we don’t want to cavil when the 
overall picture is rosier than anyone dared 
predict. 

That is especially true here in San 
Francisco, where Tom Ammiano will 
take his rightful place as president of 
the Board of Supervisors in January. 

Harvey Milk, wherever he is in the 
next world, must be very happy to see 
Ammiano’s ascent, but no more so 
than many San Franciscans 
dealing with the problems of 
this world (AIDS, homeless¬ 
ness, a personally indifferent 
transit system, and lack of education, to name 
but a few). The business interests are going to 
hate his ideas - they already do - but person¬ 
ally, we can’t wait to see what they are. T

And now for something 
completely different: the truth

n late August I began my internship for 
New College field study as Tom Ammi- 
! ano’s campaign public relations volun¬ 
teer. I wanted to round out my media expe¬ 
rience by working on a political campaign. 
I also wanted to help Tom because he has 
helped people with AIDS, myself included, 
so many times that I have lost count. Now I 
must write up a paper for my school advi¬ 
sor, telling her what I’ve learned. Here goes: 

I learned that the truth is so rare, so dis¬ 
guised, suppressed, twisted, and withheld 
that it is nearly impossible to locate. And 
when you think you have it, when you think 
you can tell it, your voice is but a muffled 
whisper amid a pandemonium of lies. Oh 
well, such is politics. Why should the gay 
community and its power struggles be any 
different than the rest of the world? 

Why? Because we have so much to gain, 
and so much to lose. I am nauseated and 
discouraged from such things that I have 
witnessed coming from our so-called 
friends in the gay and lesbian community. 
One would think that if we had a chance to 
elect a gay president to the Board of Super¬ 
visors, we could at least pull together and 
focus to accomplish this goal. One would 
think that we could put aside petty differ¬ 
ences and see the larger picture: that three 
gay supervisors, one being board president, 
might lead to substantial gains for our com¬ 
munity as well as gains for national and in¬ 
ternational gay rights and acceptance. 

Fortunately we have succeeded. But only 
against the will of self-serving manipulat¬ 
ing sold-out gay leaders kowtowing to a 
vindictive and cynical mayor, Willie Brown. 

While endorsing Tom Ammiano, Willie 
set his machine off to do everything and 
anything it could to topple Tom from first 


place. So what? Willieville is populated by 
many gays and lesbians. What were they 
thinking? Did they really believe that Bar¬ 
bara Kaufman, Mabel Teng, and Gavin 
Newsom would carry the torch of light to 
shine over and illuminate the evil that led 
to Matthew Shepard’s murder? Or for that 
matter, my own gay bashing one year ago to 
this very day? Gays who turn their backs on 
their own leaders to fulfill their need for 
power may find themselves facing Shepard’s 
fence one day. But by then it will be too late. 

Who could fault Roberta Achtenberg 
for working for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce while that enlightened group 
of individual’s lethal sister, the 
“Committee on Jobs,” helped spon¬ 
sor a last-minute hate campaign 
against Tom? I could. 

Where were you, Roberta, the 
politician whose campaign slogan 
was “I will not sell you 
out?” Why were you asso¬ 
ciating with those who 
were calling people at 
home during dinner, pretending to be an 
independent polling firm, and trying to 
convince people to re-think their vote for 
Tom by bringing up such atrocities as Tom’s 
disrespect for Colin Powell? 

(People like political consultant Robert 
Barnes, who made a bundle featuring Teng 
on slate cards for the supposedly gay Alice 
B. Toklas Democratic Club. Barnes, who’s 
best friend is John Whitehurst, is the man 
who gave us Barbara Kaufman and no gays 
on the finance committee for the first time 
in 10 years. It is no surprise that Barnes sold 
out to the Nevada casinos - as a political 
consultant, of course Barnes is for sale - and 
fought against Proposition 5, not as a con¬ 
sultant, but in the name of the gay commu¬ 
nity. Excuse me Robert, you hairdresser for 
downtown development and big business, 


you do not represent the gay community 
per se. You represent only the accumulation 
of cash in the swollen pockets on your tight 
red political whore’s dress.) 

Then the real dirty tricks started. The 
most desperate activity was detected on Elec¬ 
tion Day when a mayor’s gay aide was caught 
ripping down Harvey Milk Club door hang¬ 
ers in the Castro and replacing them with en¬ 
dorsements that featured Teng and Newsom. 
How petty. How desperate. It was at that time 
that I knew Tom was going to win. 

Thank goodness that the citizens of San 
Francisco saw through the lies and voted 
with their hearts and minds. If only our 
other gay leaders would do the same. Not 
everyone agrees with Tom, but he 
is our best leader in many years. 
He is honest (so rare) and cares 
about the little guys. When I 
asked him for permission to 
fight back against his en¬ 
emies, he said, “No, Jeff, I 
am going to fight the 
good fight.” He proved 
that negative campaigning does not always 
pay off. 

A friend told me not to write this col¬ 
umn. He said one should be gracious in vic¬ 
tory. I thought about his advice long and 
hard and decided to go ahead anyway. If I 
have injured anyone’s reputation I am sorry, 
I’m sure you will get over it. But the way I 
see it, we almost took a step backward due 
to petty rivalries and short term gains for a 
few people. I am all for healing the wounds 
and unity, but there needs to be some level 
of respect forthcoming from the mayor’s of¬ 
fice and the business community. 

I write these words not as a former vol¬ 
unteer for Ammiano, but as an individual 
person living with AIDS, a graduating stu¬ 
dent at New College and continuing student 
in the school of life. ▼ 
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Corrosive crime 

The brutal killing in Wyoming has forced the en¬ 
tire nation to question and reexamine the principles 
upon which our society is founded. 

With devious crimes of this nature it is hard for 
general strangers, let alone close friends and family, 
to have any emotions other than pain, sorrow, frus¬ 
tration, and even hate. For it is the basic and funda¬ 
mental job of government to secure the life, liberty, 
and property of all its citizens from unwanted force or 
fraud. The government must not discriminate in the 
manner it treats its citizens before the laws, and this 
includes government protection of its citizens from 
crimes of a corrosive nature, irrespective of social and 
economic status or background. The government has 
initiated discriminatory practices in the way it treats 
certain citizens before the law in the past and in many 
regards it still does. However, as hard as it may be to 
see so now, in such trying times, positive change is oc¬ 
curring. The outpouring of flowers and cards for the 
departed Matthew Shepard, as well as the candlelight 
marches, show that the mainstream public has be¬ 
come more sensitive and educated to the myths that 
surround gay people. The rightful condemnation of 
the brutal murder by both Republicans and Democ¬ 
rats shows some bipartisan agreement as to how gay 
people should not be treated. 

However, perhaps more important than the polit¬ 
ical debating and public opinion polls is the fact that 
Matthew Shepard was able to live his life honestly, 
with compassion for other people and was 
able to stand tall and be proud of who he 
was. It is very clear that his parents gave 
their son genuine love, encouragement, 
and acceptance that allowed him to ex¬ 
press these sort of character virtues that 
have caused people to weep upon his 
departure from this world. I deeply re¬ 
gret that I never was a close friend with 
Matthew Shepard and such regrets 
should be in the minds of everyone else 
of whom never got to know this person. It is also my 
regret that my humble words will not be able to im¬ 
mediately abolish the pain and suffering those fami¬ 
ly members and close friends must be feeling. I do not 
know what else to call the people that commit these 
types of crimes except bullies, brutes, and bigots of 
the most twisted and abominable kind, and they will 
surly have to take responsibility for their crime in the 
courts of this world and the next. Matthew Shepard’s 
family and friends should never lose hope for a bet¬ 
ter tomorrow, for as long as there are individuals that 
are willingly to stand up to the bullies, bigots, and 
brutes of the world, then every tomorrow can become 
a better one.

Shepard was not unique 

On the same day the death of Matthew Shepard 
was reported, a very small article in the back of the 
newspapers appeared as follows: 

“Vacaville - Police are asking for help from any¬ 
one who may have witnessed a Vacaville street fight 
Friday evening that left one man dead. 

“The victim, Darren Michael Siebert, a 25-year- 
old Vacaville resident, died about two hours after a 
group of men attacked him on the 200 block of Bel 
Aire Drive. 

“Police who responded to the scene about 7:21 
p.m. said witnesses saw Siebert walking alone on the 
street when a group of four or five men confronted 
him. After an argument, Siebert was knocked to the 
ground and punched and kicked repeatedly, accord¬ 
ing to Vacaville police Sergeant Scott Paulin. 

“The suspects fled on foot and in an unidentified 
vehicle. Anyone with information regarding the crime 
is asked to call the Vacaville Police at (707) 449-5200.” 

So far this is the end of that story, a small article in 
the back of the paper about a local killing. 

On the other hand, Matthew Shepard left the bar 
willingly with his two assailants, was not kidnapped, 
and no mention was made of why he left a place of 
safety to go out with two unknown young men. What 
was their purpose - were they to “do” some drugs, or 
perhaps smoke some grass, or perhaps out for a sex¬ 
ual encounter. 

Shepard’s killers including the two women surely 
should be tried for first degree murder and if 
convicted should receive the death penal- 
I ty. 

My objection is to the great amount of 
publicity pouring out for Matthew, who 
left a place of safety and went out into a 
place of unknown danger with two 
strangers. Darren Michael Siebert was 
walking down the street in the evening 
hours and ended up being kicked to 
death. I do not see any amount of sym¬ 
pathy from the B.A.R. or the gay community for this 
relatively obscure killing which only merited a few 
lines in the back of the paper. 

All murder is to be condemned and the perpetra¬ 
tors punished. However, Shepard’s death does not de¬ 
serve all this publicity while Siebert’s is relegated to 
obscurity. It’s sad that most murder victims are for¬ 
gotten soon, while others are elevated to hero status, 
which in the above case demonstrates the power of 
media events and selective indignation.

Castro ain’t no documentary 

After watching the documentary The Castro on 
PBS, I went back to the neighborhood where I spent 
so many years. I was there at the Elephant Walk the 
night of the “White Night Riots,” left only a half an 
hour before the police stormed in. I worked at the 
Castro Theatre for several years, knew Elbert LaShelle, 
the organist. I used to drink at Twin Peaks with my 
friends from San Francisco State after school. I 
worked for years for a technical writer whose home 
and offices were a block off Castro. I studied with a 
roommate who was in law school at Cafe Flore every 
Saturday. I lived on Herman Street with a girl who 
worked at the Scandinavian Delicatessen and later on 
Collingwood near the park and for a short time on 
Castro Street itself, just over the hill in Noe Valley. 

Needless to say, I have some affinity with the 
neighborhood. I remember it before the plague, when 
at the onset, a doctor friend of mine joked about “gay 
cancer,” and later, when no one was joking, and the 
residents began vaporizing, and I left and a moved to 
Berkeley, because it was too painful, and frightening, 
to live in the city any more. 

There’s always a sense of expecting a place to be 
the same as you left it last, even when a decade has 
passed. It’s why Gertrude Stein wrote “There is no 
there there” upon returning to Oakland and finding 
the neighborhood had totally changed. I guess I’d 
hoped, prayed, things would be.the same when I 
walked into the Castro Station and the Edge and Bad¬ 
lands, and of course it wasn’t, although there was def¬ 
initely a there, there. But what a self-conscious one, I 
thought. Newer, hipper, still living for the moment, 
but not with the same innocence. Maybe it’s a good 
thing. I don’t think the old Castro Street necessarily 
was a good thing. But it seemed ... necessary. And 
very un-self conscious. Of course this is all hindsight. 
At the time I grumbled the most loudly about “life 
out of balance.” Well, it’s definitely reached a balanc¬ 
ing point. Never in my wildest dreams did I think I’d 
see a woman playing pool at Moby Dick’s, which is 
where I ended up at the end of the evening, shocked 
that the person in the mirror, myself, that I spied 
when I walked in the door, looked like all the other 
patrons I’d tried and failed to pick up the last time I 
was there, probably 15 years ago, too young and clean 
shaven to be very popular there back then. 

And where were all these patrons now? The docu¬ 
mentary said 10,000 died between 1985 and 1990 in 
the Castro alone. And then it hit me. Why I didn’t like 
the neighborhood or the bars any more. Why I could¬ 
n’t drink my vodka and soda in peace without start¬ 
ing to weep, quite literally. They were all still there. It 
was like when my father died and I told everyone “he 
hasn’t gone anywhere, he’s still hanging around,” the 
time a friend went to Dachau and told me she could¬ 
n’t stand the energy of the still suffering dead, the 
time another friend of mine, a psychic, visited Pearl 
Harbor and looked irrto the water and saw all the 
sailors who had died on the U.S.S. Arizona swabbing 
the deck and singing. The bar was crowded with the 
unseen, wanting to sip my drink whispering “join us,” 
but also, “We don’t want to be dead. We want to be 
like you. We want... to love.” That was their mantra. 
They didn’t want it. Of course not. They played too 
hard ... death was the penalty.

Should ADAP Boycott Sustiva? 

For two months, AIDS service and advocacy orga¬ 
nizations have been faced with a dilemma about the 
new anti-HIV drug Sustiva (efavirenz). Data about 
how the drug performs in combination with nucleo¬ 
side analog drugs show that in the short-term, people 
with HIV may benefit more from Sustiva than from 
the protease inhibitor Crixivan. This appears to be the 
only fact that DuPont Pharmaceuticals has focused 
on when deciding to charge $1,942 more per year for 
Sustiva than people are currently paying for a very 
similar drug from the same class, Viramune (nevi¬ 
rapine). The inflated price of Sustiva ($4,257 per 
year) has legitimately raised concerns in the AIDS-af¬ 
fected communities of the United States, where at 
least some well-heeled individuals will be able to af¬ 
ford it. 

The issues are these: AIDS drug assistance pro¬ 
grams (ADAP) in most states are stretched beyond 
capacity. Many ADAPs have long waiting lists and 
offer only limited choices for treatment. AIDS advo¬ 
cates are now hard pressed to convince ADAPs that 
Sustiva is so superior to other drugs in its class that 
the inflated price is worth it. The secondary argu¬ 
ments that are advanced to support including Susti¬ 
va on ADAP lists are spurious: there is no evidence to 
support using a “protease-sparing” regimen, one that 
does not include a protease inhibitor, over using a 
protease-containing regimen. Which strategy is bet¬ 
ter? Nobody knows, because nobody has asked the 
question in the clinic. 

The other emotionally charged issue: will the use 
of Sustiva avoid the fat redistribution problems seen 
in some people who have been taking protease in¬ 
hibitors? Again, nobody knows. What we do know is 
that there are people who have experienced signifi¬ 
cant fat redistribution, but who have never taken a 
protease inhibitor. Will Sustiva produce this unwant¬ 
ed side effect after enough people have been exposed 
to the drug for a long enough time? Refrain: nobody 
knows yet. So these arguments are at best conjectur¬ 
al. They don’t support using Sustiva first (as an ex¬ 
ample of a so-called “pro/ease-sparing regimen”) and 
definitely do not defend the current high price tag. 

DuPont wants to cash in early on their newly ap¬ 
proved HIV drug and make their stockholders very 
rich and happy. They expect to make more than $500 
million in the first year of sales. That is the reality of 
the world of high finance. But it is not a reality of HIV 
disease. The price is simply too high for a drug about 
which we all know too little. Should we be willing to 
overburden our ADAPs and dramatically increase 
Medicare expenses in exchange for a drug that is not 
difficult to manufacture and is owned by one of the 
wealthiest corporations on the planet? ADAP officials 
should be asking DuPont these hard questions. The 
officials who represent us should not just expect an¬ 
swers, they should also demand an immediate price 
rollback.

: t this time one year ago 

every Democratic candidate 
: : : wanted to publicly embrace 
President Bill Clinton as his polls 
were soaring, the nation’s econo¬ 
my was on track, and party lead¬ 
ers in Congress were holding the 
Republican-controlled House and 
U.S. Senate in a political check. 
After Monica Lewinsky, of 
course, all that quickly changed. 

While the president has made 
somewhat of a political comeback 
after eight months of scandal 
(some Democrats actually asked 
for him to visit their state, but 
few), it was First Lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton that Democra¬ 
tic candidates for office across the 
country were begging for help 
and a last minute appearance, as 
she suddenly transformed from 
betrayed wife into a very popular, 
confident political powerhouse.

The sorry fact is 
that the Democratic party has lost 
Gontfol of both houses of. Con¬ 
gress and over a dozen governor¬ 
ships since Bill Clinton was elect¬ 
ed in 1992. Simply put, the man 
has been a disaster for the party. 

Hillary Clinton, however, is a 
different story: tireless, deter¬ 
mined, and in a never-say-die 
mode. Many of the Democrats 
who won the close House and 
Senate races Tuesday would likely 
tell you, albeit privately, that they 
will take Hillary, with her no-non¬ 
sense style of campaigning, over 
the womanizing president any day 
of the week. 

One almost has to wonder why 
the party didn’t Figure this out 
years ago - before the president 
ended up politically wounded and 
(in case anyone has forgotten) still 
facing an impeachment vote by 
Republicans in the next Congress. 

Politics and people 

With more than $300 million 
being spent in California alone on 
the statewide propositions and 


the numerous candidates’ races, 
the big winners Tuesday were 
those political consultants, most 
of who walked away from this 
week’s election with stuffed polit¬ 
ical pockets. 

One guy who can afford to 
stuff those pockets - and who 
seems to be a glutton for punish¬ 
ment - Darrell Issa, the right 
wing car alarm magnate who blew 
$9 million only to lose the GOP 
U.S. Senate primary to Matt 
Fong in June. Now Issa is telling 
anyone who will listen that he 
plans to run again in 
2000 - against Dianne 
Feinstein; he’d would 
do well to ask Mike 
Huffington (who spent 
$35 million of his per¬ 
sonal fortune) what 
it’s like to run against 
the popular 
Feinstein. 

Meanwhile, 
word out of 
Washington is that Feinstein is 
high - very high - on A1 Gore’s 
veep list. 

By the way, Feinstein, who 
fought hard for Jim Hormel’s 
nomination as ambassador to 
Luxembourg only to be stymied 
by Trent Lott and the Republi¬ 
cans, was mum on the popular 
Hormel’s future last week. Al¬ 
though President Clinton could 
re-nominate the San Franciscan 
once a new Congress is seated in 
January, Lott will still be the Ma¬ 
jority Leader and some White 
House insiders were hinting last 
week that the president might 
find another post for Hormel. 

One of Hormel’s bigger detrac¬ 
tors- Pat Robertson’s politically 
active Christian Coalition - re¬ 
portedly distributed tens of thou¬ 
sands of voter guides during this 
past weekend in countless church¬ 
es; incidentally, doesn’t the Chris¬ 
tian Coalition’s tax-exempt status 
supposedly preclude it from en¬ 
gaging in partisan politics? 

Calling this week’s election 
“one of the most important elec¬ 
tions in the history of this coun¬ 
try,” longtime Democratic activist 
Barbra Streisand chatted for 30 
minutes on the Internet (on 
America Online) in a get-out-the 
vote effort on Monday night; 
Streisand, a close political sup¬ 
porter of President Clinton, told 
those during the Internet chat 
that “I feel the American people 
recently have shown greater ob¬ 
jectivity and common sense than 
either the pundits or the politi¬ 


cians, and we can rely on their 
wisdom.” (So there, you got it 
straight from La Streisand). 

Jesse Jackson on whether or 
not he will seek the Demo presi¬ 
dential nomination in 2000: “I’m 
not determined to enter the race, 
but I am determined to set the 
pace.” (Please Jesse, not another 
campaign of the tiring Jackson 
jingles.) 

As for the 2000 race, inciden¬ 
tally, most Democrats can be 
thankful the election is not being 
held this week; if it were, ac¬ 
cording to a poll just 
released by USA 
TODAY/CNN/Gallup, 
Texas GOP Governor 
George W. Bush 
would whip A1 Gore 
57 to 39 percent. 

We’ll have to wait 
for the final 
figures, but the 
other supe 
candidates in 
Tuesday’s election aren’t the only 
ones who wonder how Mabel 
Teng - with billboards galore and 
multiple glossy citywide mailings 
aplenty - managed to keep within 
the spending cap of $250,000 in 
her (failed) bid to become board 
president. 

Did you catch San Francisco 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano (who 
beat Teng for the position of 
board president) debating in a re¬ 
cent Los Angeles Times story with 
West Hollywood Mayor Steve 
Martin? The two openly gay 
politicos engaged in a friendly war 
of words on the subject of which 
of the two cities hosts the best 
Halloween party. As always, Am¬ 
miano won. 

I know she’s disavowing any 
idea of a run, but former supe An¬ 
gela Alioto sounded all the world 
like a mayoral candidate last week 
when appearing on the SF Politics 
cable television show with host 
Arthur Bruzzone and one of the 
best columnists around, the Inde¬ 
pendent's Noah Griffin; inciden¬ 
tally, more than a couple of view¬ 
ers I know would probably dis¬ 
agree with Griffin that he wasn’t 
“touting the mayor” at least just a 
bit. 

In Sacramento, even some Re¬ 
publican legislators are predicting 
that San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden will be 
the next Assembly Speaker. “She’s 
a natural, one of the hardest 
working and brightest up here,” 
one Sacramento veteran said re¬ 
cently. ▼

Chicago (Cathedral of) Hope

T he Cathedral of Hope is the 
largest lesbian and gay 
church in the world located 
in Dallas, Texas - and someone 
thinks that that’s too much to air. 
The church, which is in the 
process of building a new home 
designed by world-renowned ar¬ 
chitect Philip Johnson, produced 
a 30-minute infomercial which 
talked about the congregation, the 
new cathedral, and the tenets of 
faith on which the church is 
founded. Using Tower Media, an 
agency in Chicago, Illinois, the 
church paid $12,000 for three air 
slots on WGN, a “superstation” in 
Chicago that reaches up to 62 mil¬ 
lion households, many of which 
are rural. The WGN executives 
initially approved the program, 
scheduled it, and cashed the 
church’s check. It then sent a letter 
to Tower Media on July 30, stating 
that “due to a miscommunication 
in out standards approval process, 
you.were given the wrong infor¬ 
mation regarding [the program]. 
[It] has not in fact been approved 
to air on WGN-TV.” 

No further reason was given 
for the cancellation, and continu¬ 
ing discussions between the 
Cathedral of Hope and WGN 
failed to resolve the matter. On 
October 28, a lawsuit was filed 
against WGN by the church, ask¬ 
ing that the station adhere to the 
terms of the contracts as it was 
signed, and air the production as 
promised. Sadly, all of the nation¬ 
al cable networks which Cathe¬ 
dral of Hope had approached 
about air time, had rejected the 
informercial - however, these sta¬ 
tions have the right to do so. What 
WGN did was agree to air it, and 
then, whether because of cold feet 
or overt discrimination, reneged 
on what is a binding legal agree¬ 
ment. 

Please contact WGN and let 
them know that their viewers de¬ 
serve the opportunity to see the 
Cathedral of Hope program, and 
make up their own minds. Also 
tell them that their breach of con¬ 
tract sends a message to its les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) viewers that they are 
not valued as an audience. You 
can contact Tribune Media as 
well, to let them know how you 
feel about WGN’s decision.

NBC killing stereotypes 

This past week NBC’s Homi¬ 
cide: Life on the Street and Sud¬ 


denly Susan addressed bisexuality 
and gay stereotypes, respectively. 
On the Friday, October 23 episode 
of the crime drama Homicide , 
Detective Tim Bayliss (Kyle Secor) 
asks Detective Renee Sheppard 
(played by actress Michael 
Michele) out on a date. Renee 
confusingly asks Bayliss if he is 
gay, having heard precinct gossip. 
He denies being gay but says he 
recently slept “with a guy, [we 
had] sex ... a couple times.” Then 
asked to describe himself, Bayliss 
says he’s “bi-curious.” To which 
Renee answers that she is bi-cu- 
rious as well and has in fact 
dated “bi-guys” before. After 
the matter-of-fact ex¬ 
change, they agree to 
go out. Currently, 

Homicide is the only 
current primetime tele¬ 
vision show with a bi¬ 
sexual character. Ex¬ 
changes like this are 
groundbreaking dra¬ 
matic television - tele¬ 
vision that does not demonize or 
belittle bisexual people. 

On Monday, October 26’s Sud¬ 
denly Susan, Pete (Bill Stevenson), 
the sitcom’s gay mailroom person, 
is encouraged to dress in drag for 
Halloween and let loose. The next 
day at work, he shows up in 
leather pants, and a busy shirt and 
continues to effeminately let loose 
on his befuddled coworkers. 
Hank, his partner, confronts him, 
calling his new style and attitude a 
“tired stereotype” and not the Pete 
he knows and loves. Pete explains 
his fear that Hank will wake up 
one day and find himself bored 
with the often endearingly dull 
Pete.

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Monogamy: 
social and sexual

irgin boy meets virgin girl, 

they fall in love, get mar- 

If ried, have sex for the first 
time on their wedding night, and 
remain sexually faithful to each 
other until death do them part. 
Sounds familiar, right? And 
maybe once or twice, in the entire 
history of the human race, it ac¬ 
tually happened. 

Idealized visions of human 
sexuality such as this one would 
be harmless enough, except that 
they often form the basis for 
moralistic attacks on sexual non¬ 
conformists, especially gay men. 
So let’s take a look at the whole 
issue of monogamy, including 
variations on it and deviations 
from it, from a scientific perspec¬ 
tive. 

Out there in the animal king¬ 
dom, monogamy is connected 
with the raising of young: in 
species where it takes the com¬ 
bined efforts of two parents to 
raise offspring, stable pair-bonds 
tend to form. This is true of many 
birds, as well as some species of 
primates and rodents. The reason 
is clear enough: if one parent 
deserts, the offspring will proba¬ 
bly die, so evolution only perpet¬ 
uates the genes of animals that are 
faithful. 

Behind the proper facade of 
these “monogamous” relation¬ 
ships, however, a lot of hanky- 
panky goes on. This has been 
Studied by researchers who ana¬ 
lyze the DNA of families of ani¬ 
mals in the wild. Among most 
species of “monogamous” birds, 
for example, it turns out that 
something like 15 percent of the 
offspring are fathered by an out¬ 
sider male. In some species, how¬ 
ever, such as tamarin monkeys 
and prairie voles, all the young are 
truly the offspring of both mem¬ 
bers of the pair. Thus, biologists 
distinguish between “social 
monogamy,” which involves pair¬ 
bonding without sexual exclusiv¬ 
ity, and “sexual monogamy,” 
which is sexually exclusive. 

The willingness of males to 
sleep around is well understood 
in an evolutionary context: sex is 
so “cheap” for a male that it’s well 
worth it for the chance of pro¬ 
ducing some extra offspring. 
Why a pair-bonded female would 
be willing to have sex with a 
stranger is much less clear, be¬ 
cause such a female is already 
producing about as many off¬ 
spring as she can. The usual 
thinking is that females hope to 
hgve sex with a genetically “supe¬ 
rior” male who can produce bet¬ 
ter-quality offspring than those 
produced by her own mate. 

In human societies all kinds of 
sexual arrangements have 
cropped up, from free love to the 
harem system, but the dominant 
pattern has been social 
monogamy. As with many species, 
a goodly fraction of all human 
children - about 10 percent of 
children in the contemporary 
U.S., according to some estimates 
- are not the biological children of 
their “social fathers.” In general, 
men are more eager to sleep 
around than women, for the bio¬ 
logical reasons just mentioned, 
but women are willing enough to 
make the game worth playing. 

An extra wrinkle arises in 
human sexuality, however, be¬ 
cause humans have gone further 


than most animals in separating 
sex from reproduction. In evolu¬ 
tionary terms it seems truly 
bizarre that humans would be 
willing to expend great 
efforts and take great 
risks to have sex out¬ 
side their established part¬ 
nerships, but would then 
make the sex non-reproduc- 
tive by the use of condoms, the 
penetration of non-re- 
productive orifices, or 
the choice of partners 
of the same sex. Evi¬ 
dently, the evolution¬ 
ary process has been 
hijacked by the intervention of 
mind - something that we’ll 
probably see a lot more of in the 
next million years. 

Gays and lesbians are at least as 
diverse in their relationships as 
heterosexual people. But because 
homosexuality eliminates the bat¬ 
tle of the sexes, marked differ¬ 
ences in styles of partnering have 


evolved. No longer restrained by 
the reluctance of women to have 
sex with them, gay men tend to 
have more lifetime sex partners, 
including much more ca¬ 
sual sex, that do 
heterosexual 

men. Gay men, in effect, 
come closer to achieving 
straight men would like to 
achieve. Lesbians, on the other 
hand, have on average 
relatively few lifetime 
sex partners - even if 
we have to acknowl¬ 
edge the feats of some 
individual lesbians 
such as the admirable Pat Califia, 
author of Macho Sluts and Doing 
It For Daddy. 

Of course, many gay men do 
seek and find Mr. Right, or a se¬ 
quence of Mr. Rights, and settle 
down in lifetime or serial 
monogamy. These partnerships 
can be sexually exclusive by agree-

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Problems on and near Fern

| | JH ore drug-related arrests 
have been made by San 
i Francisco Police officers 
on Fern Alley. This is a favorite 
congregating spot for pushers. 
Residents and SFPD officers are 
aggressively dealing with this area 
to stop this activity. 

There have also been numer¬ 
ous drug-related arrests on Polk 
Street between Sutter and Fern 
Alley. Police officers in the area are 
asking residents and merchants to 
report any activity to the SFPD. 
Sidewalk sales are common on 
this block, and arrests have been 
made routinely. The crime wave 
seems contagious, and worsening: 
just last week an armed robbery 
was foiled on that corner: 

Attempted armed robbery 
at coffee shop 

October 29, 8:30 am. Polk Street 
between Sutter and Fern Alley. 

A man walked into a coffee 
house at the intersection of Fern 
Alley and Polk Street and at¬ 


tempted to grab the cash register. 
The person at the counter 
slammed the register drawer shut 
and the suspect started to leave. 
When a customer approached the 
suspect, the suspect announced 
that he had a gun and ran out of 
the shop toward Sutter Street. Po¬ 
lice were called and a report 
was made. The suspect is 
described as a white 
male, six feet in 
height, weighing 
about 170 pounds, 
with heavy facial 
hair. He was last 
seen wearing a 
dirty gray pullover 
with a hood, 
which was pulled 
up at the time of 
his entry to the shop, with jeans 
and white sneakers. The owner 
had not noticed him in the store 
before that morning. 

Officer Sherman Ackerson of 
the SFPD Office of Public Affairs 
advises that you do not under any 
circumstance attempt to take on a 
suspected armed robber. “Get a 
description of the person and

Do not 
endanger yourself or the people 
around you.”

area walked into a local bookstore 
and waited until the shopkeeper 
left the counter area. As the em¬ 


ployee went to the rear of the 
store, he heard the sound of rat¬ 
tling change. The suspect had 
taken off with the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund penny jar, which con¬ 
tained about $200 in bills and 
change. Merchants are advised to 
secure AEF jars and monitor the 
customers. There is a snake loose 
in the neighborhood. 

Fake money in the Castro 

There have been reports of 
shoppers who have tried to pass 
off Take $100 bills in the Castro 
area. In one case, merchants spot¬ 
ted the fake money when the per¬ 
son tried to buy an item and the 
culprit was told to leave the store. 
Officers of the fraud detail of the 
SFPD and agents of the U.S. Se¬ 
cret Service advise that merchants 
avoid a confrontation with the 
person. Instead, get a description 
of the individual and call the po¬ 
lice as soon as possible. If you can 
keep the person occupied without 
endangering yourself our your 
customers, do so and call 911.

One 
man at the corner of Castro and 
Market streets stated, “I don’t 
want change, I would sooner have 
drugs.” 

Other residents in the area 
have told of incidents where 
groups of the street people have 
been aggressive. In the course of 
conversation with the residents 
some of these people have also re¬ 
quested drugs. As mentioned in 
past issues of the B.A.R., not all 
police officers are in uniform. 
This may seem cute, but to a 
plainclothes officer this is another 
thorn in the side. 

Homeless murder at 
Women’s Building 

October 29, 2:34 a.m. 18th and 
Valencia. The body of Shirley Dil- 
lahunty, a 48-year-old homeless 
women was found on the ground 
outside the Women’s Building. 
People in the area knew her as a 
person who minded her own 
business and bothered no one. 
There are no suspects at this time. 
This case is being investigated by 
officers in the homicide division.

Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PR0PECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 


What is PR0PECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and 
the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning 
of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results in a receding hairline and/or balding on 
the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on 
hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moder¬ 
ate amounts of ongoing hair loss. All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or 
placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair 
loss at the top of the head were studied for an additional 12 months. In general, 
men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect main¬ 
tained in the second year. Hair counts in men who did not take PROPECIA con¬ 
tinued to decrease.

On average, healthy hair 
grows only about half an inch each month. Therefore, it will take time to see 
any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see 
a benefit from taking PROPECIA. PROPECIA can only work over the long term if 
you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, further 
treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely 
lose the hair you have gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You 
should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should 1 take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor’s instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food.

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Gay man allegedly 
attacked by cab driver

gay San Francisco man says 
his Halloween night was a 
night of horrors, but not the 
kind that involves a haunted 
house or goblins. Instead, he was 
allegedly subjected to a terrifying 
anti-gay attack at the hands of a 
taxi driver. 

Rick Raymen told the Bay Area 
Reporter that after he finished his 
shift tending bar on Polk Street at 
2:30 a.m., he and a friend grabbed 
an early morning breakfast at the . 
Grub Steak. Raymen left the cafe 
approximately 90 minutes later 
and hailed a cab from the Yellow 
Cab Company to take him home. 
When he entered a taxi the meter 
already registered $2.70, rather 
than the standard starting fare of 
$1.70, but Raymen didn’t say any¬ 
thing about the fare, but told the 
driver to take him to the corner of 
15th Street and Dolores. 

As the cab drove down Polk to¬ 
ward Mission Street, the driver 
told Raymen that Market Street 
was closed because of the Hal¬ 
loween party. Raymen questioned 
the driver, saying that “the party 
in the Castro has been over for 
hours.” The driver responded, 
“Oh don’t worry bro, I’m taking 
you the back way.” 

Fare and foul? 

The driver, according to Ray¬ 
men, drove between different 
blocks and in the direction of the 
Fashion Center, then up toward 
the Potrero District and past the 
United Parcel Service building. 
When the taxi Finally stopped at 
the corner of 15th and Dolores, 
the meter read $9.80 and the dri¬ 
ver asked Raymen for the fare. Re¬ 
ferring to the rate of the fare and 
the excessive time it took to get to 
his destination, Raymen says he 
told the driver “that whole thing 
isn’t mine, “ to which the driver 
responded, “Do you have a prob¬ 
lem with that?” and electronically 
locked the cab doors. 

Raymen told the driver that he 
would not pay the entire fare, 
knowing that it usually costs him 
$4.50 to get home by cab. He told 
the driver to let him out of the car 
and that he was going to report 
him to Yellow Cab dispatch. The 
driver then, according to Raymen, 


stepped on the gas and said, “I’m 
gonna take your sissy little ass 
across town!” 

The driver sped up and then 
stopped at the corner of 14th and 
Guerrero. Raymen remembers 
feeling panic and yelled at the dri¬ 
ver to stop the car and let him out. 
Raymen told the B.A.R. the driver 
got out of the car, opened the back 
door where he was sitting with his 
money clenched in his hand, “and 
he punched me several times in 
the face, called me a sissy little fag¬ 
got, knocking my head against the 
inside of the back of the car. He 
threatened to kill me.” 

While being interviewed about 
the incident on Tuesday evening, 
November 3, Raymen was visibly 
shaken. His lip was split, the back 
of his head was swollen, and his 
hands and voice shook as he 
spoke about the driver and that 
experience. He said that he finally 
managed to pull away from the 
driver and he ran toward his 
house, while the driver yelled 
“sissy” and “faggot” at him. 

Raymen got in touch with the 
police from a pay phone and 
shortly thereafter a squad car 
picked him up. He reported the 
incident, and the two officers 
asked if he would be able to iden¬ 
tify the driver. Raymen said he 
could, and they drove to “a gas 
station near 15th and Folsom, 
where a lot of cabbies get gas.” 

Raymen spotted the driver of 
the Yellow Cab and pointed him 


out to the officers. They then ap¬ 
proached the driver, Raymen still 
in the back of the squad car. The 
driver claimed to have been hit 
and that Raymen refused to pay 
the fare.” The driver has been 
identified as Anthony F.G. Quin- 
ley. Both Raymen and Quinley 
filed a violation code 242 PC-bat- 
tery, citizen’s arrest, against each 
other. 

Getting a lawyer 

The next day Raymen visited a 
doctor friend who told him to see 
his personal physician. Raymen’s 
physician determined that he is 
suffering from a concussion, and 
told him to stay home from work 
for a week. Raymen has since been 
trying to contact management at 
Yellow Cab to follow up on the in¬ 
cident. 

“They won’t talk to me,” he 
told the B.A.R.. “The manage¬ 
ment said they ‘have heard about 
the case but will not comment 
about it.’ I have called several 
times but they won’t help me re¬ 
port the driver. 

“I’m giving up on them and 
I’m getting a lawyer. That driver 
needs to have his license taken 
away.” 

The cab number on the police 
report was Yellow Cab #656. Ray¬ 
men asked that the bar where he 
works not be identified for fear of 
Yellow Cab Co. “blacklisting” the 
bar and the staff and patrons who 
frequent it. T

Surprisingly, Friday night was 
much calmer than expected, and 
Castro Street was only closed for 
two hours. 

“It was still a little much,” said 
Patrick Batt, president of the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro, of the crowd in the Castro on 
Saturday although he acknowl¬ 
edged there was less trouble than 
he anticipated. 

“I think there was way too 
many people for the geographic 
region of the Castro,” said Jane 
Warner, San Francisco Patrol Spe¬ 
cial Police officer for that neigh¬ 
borhood who was on duty on 
Halloween. 

Overall there were limited ar¬ 
rests in the Castro according to 
Captain Greg Suhr of the SFPD 
Mission Station. 

“The lion’s share of the arrests 
in and around the Castro were for 
public drunkenness,” said Suhr 


adding there were a couple of 
minor batteries that night. 

“The alcohol consumption 
was incredible. I believe it was as 
orderly as a crowd with that much 
alcohol on board [could be],” he 
continued. 

The most serious incident was 
a hit-and-run at Market and 
Duboce streets at approximately 2 
a.m. A blue Suzuki Samurai jeep 
struck a couple visiting from out 
of state, killing a woman and seri¬ 
ously injuring her husband; police 
are still searching for the driver of 
the vehicle. 

Warner reports that police had 
some difficulty getting an ambu¬ 
lance to the scene of the accident 
due to the number of people in 
the area; that difficulty illustrates 
a greater concern regarding the ef¬ 
fect of the density of the crowd on 
effectively meeting security needs 
should there be a major incident. 

Uncivil Civic Center 

Halloween San Francisco ’98, 
the “official” celebration at the 


Civic Center, welcomed an esti¬ 
mated 60,000 people rather than 
the 90,000 expected before the 
event, but not without some 
problems. 

Patricia Aguayo, executive di¬ 
rector of Mission Economic Cul¬ 
tural Association, organizer of the 
event, emphasized that overall the 
event was successful and fun for 
all, but she bemoaned the vio¬ 
lence that occurred and believes it 
was committed by teenagers, 
many from out of town; a securi¬ 
ty guard was stabbed in the back 
among other violence, including 
other minor stab wounds. 

Aguayo is considering restrict¬ 
ing the event to people 21 years 
old and over, but she acknowl¬ 
edged that planning and commu¬ 
nity meetings would be required 
to make sure teenagers restricted 
from the Civic Center event did¬ 
n’t simply wander into the Castro. 

Although Halloween falls on a 
Sunday next year, those involved 
with the activities this year antic¬ 
ipate similar concerns for 1999. T 
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National queer lawyer group 
elects transgender co-chair

• anta Cruz attorney Melinda 
• h Whiteway has become the 
first openly transgendered 
person to be elected co-chair of a 
national lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) organi¬ 
zation. On October 17 members 
of the National Lesbian and Gay 
Law Association (NLGLA) elect¬ 
ed her as their female co-chair at 
the eighth Lavender Law Confer¬ 
ence, held in Boston. 

A longtime NLGLA board 
leader, Whiteway is one of six 
openly transgender members on 
the group’s board. 

Whiteway told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she considered possible 
negative responses to her election, 
but was assured by her colleagues 
on the board that they considered 
such responses secondary to her 


qualifications and leadership. 

Surprisingly for a nationally- 
known leader in the transgender 
rights movement, Whiteway 
downplays the historic nature of 
her election. “Although not in¬ 
tended as such, my election ap¬ 
pears to be a milestone in the 
evolution of the LGBT commu¬ 
nity” she told the B.A.R. 

Whiteway is a frequent speaker 
on transgender legal issues. She 
presented a program, “Transgender 
101,” at this year’s mid-year meet¬ 
ing of the American Bar Associa¬ 
tion in Toronto, the first workshop 
on transgender legal issues at such 
a conference. The NLGLA is the 
only official LGBT affiliate member 
of the American Bar Association. 

Whiteway has served on the 
board of the International Con¬ 
ference on Transgender Law and 
Employment Policy (ICTLEP). 
ICTLEP’s annual conference was 


not held this year, and transgen¬ 
der legal concerns were integrat¬ 
ed into the Lavender Law Confer¬ 
ence’s workshops. ICTLEP exec¬ 
utive director Sharon Stuart and 
former executive director and 
conference founder Phyllis Frye 
also serve on the NLGLA board. 

In 1995 Whiteway organized the 
Bay Area Transgender Law Associa¬ 
tion, the first local transgender legal 
advocacy group. She has served as 
co-chair of the group but did not 
seek re-election at the November 
BATLAW meeting, citing her elec¬ 
tion as co-chair of NLGLA. ▼

Breast cancer support group study needs volunteers

; esearch has shown that 
j women with breast cancer 
•j receive significant benefit 
from regular attendance at a com¬ 
munity support group; now re¬ 
searchers need volunteers to deter¬ 
mine if the type of group matters. 

Researchers with the Commu¬ 
nity Cancer Support Project, at 
the Stanford University School or 
Medicine, are seeking 96 women 
with breast cancer - with no evi¬ 
dence of metastasis or recurrence 
- to attend support groups in San 


Francisco or Walnut Creek to 
evaluate the effectiveness of dif¬ 
ferent styles. 

“Although there is a growing 
body of evidence that participat¬ 
ing in support groups improves 
the quality of life of breast can¬ 
cer patients, little attention has 
been given to differences in the 
leadership, format or model of 
cancer support groups,” accord¬ 
ing to literature from the re¬ 
search project. 

The study will examine the ef¬ 
fectiveness of two major commu¬ 
nity-based support programs as 
compared with a laboratory- 


based treatment program. 

All of the women participating 
will be assigned to one of two 
types of support groups for a pe¬ 
riod of at least four months; they 
will then be required to complete 
a questionnaire every four 
months for one year. 

One goal of the study will be to 
determine which type of support 
group best fits the needs of each 
woman with breast cancer; results 
of the study will provide evidence 
regarding the value of expanding 
the different types of groups. 

The study is being conducted 
in association with the Cancer 


Support Community and The 
Wellness Community. 

In order to qualify for the study, 
the women must not be more than 
18 months from the end of their 
initial treatment and not currently 
in a cancer support group. T

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AIDS Grove says no to $5K from United

|p he National AIDS Memorial 
Grove in San Francisco’s 
II Golden Gate Park has be¬ 
come the second group locally to 
say “no thanks” to United Airlines. 
The Memorial Grove on October 
13, turned down a $5,000 in-kind 
sponsorship from United Airlines, 
citing the commercial airline’s re¬ 
fusal to implement the city’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance. 

The law requires companies 
doing business with the city to 
offer benefits to domestic part¬ 
ners of employees if those bene¬ 
fits are offered to spouses. United 
filed suit against the city in 1997; 
in April, U.S. District Court Judge 
Claudia Wilken upheld most of 
the city’s law. While she did rule 
the airlines do not have to offer 
health and pension benefits, her 
decision stated that airlines have 
to offer other benefits, such as be¬ 
reavement leave and travel. 

United continues to fight of¬ 
fering any benefits to domestic 
partners of its employees, and the 
matter is still being determined in 
court; the next hearing is sched¬ 
uled for January. 

Thom Weyand, executive di¬ 
rector of the Memorial Grove, is¬ 
sued a brief letter last month to 
United’s Vivian Chu and Natalie 


Kokone, in which he said the air¬ 
line’s fight against the city was the 
reason for returning the donation, 
which consisted of $5,000 worth 
of tickets, Weyand said. 

“Our decision to reject this 
offer was made after reviewing the 
continuing issues around United 
Airlines’ policies and attitudes to¬ 
ward domestic partner benefits,” 
Weyand stated. “We learned that 
United Airlines’ lack of sensitivity 
on benefits especially with respect 
to bereavement issues is particu¬ 
larly onerous.” 

Jeff Sheehy, of Equal Benefits 
Advocates, hailed the Memorial 
Grove’s decision. “I think it’s signif¬ 
icant that the Memorial Grove has 
recognized the hate alliance of Pat 
Robertson’s American Center for 
Law and Justice (ACLJ) and Unit¬ 
ed in seeking to deny lesbian and 
gay employees basic benefits such 
as bereavement leave, family med¬ 
ical leave, and travel,” Sheehy told 
the Bay Area Reporter. The ACLJ 
has signed on to United’s suit. 

United’s ‘minimizing loss’ 

The memorial grove was con¬ 
ceived in 1989 and launched in 
1991 by a small group of people 
who had lost loved ones to AIDS. 
Located in the eastern end of 
Golden Gate Park, the grove is a 
15-acre wooded site historically 
known as de Laveaga Dell. Since

nity. “None of them [airlines] 
wants to go first [and offer bene¬ 
fits to domestic partners], which 
is why the jcase is focused on get¬ 
ting all to do it. 

“I do think the issue has pro¬ 
gressed and both sides have be¬ 
come more vehement. I’m 
shocked by the aggressiveness of 
United. Sometimes that happens 
in litigation,” continued Pizer. “It’s 
been thrilling to see that on the 
part of the city, straight lawyers in 
this critical fight for justice. Simi¬ 
larly, lawyers on the other side 
have become more impassioned.” 

United’s lead attorney, Bren¬ 
dan Dolan from Brobeck, recent¬ 
ly argued in federal court that to 
comply with the provisions of 
Wilken’s April decision would 
cost the airline approximately 
$443,000 to reprogram computers 
to calculate benefits such as be¬ 
reavement leave and travel. At the 
same hearing last month, Brobeck 
attorneys agreed to have the Pat 
Robertson-backed American 
Center for Law and Justice (ACLJ) 
suit heard with theirs at the next 
hearing. The attorneys did not 
object to having the two cases re¬ 
lated at an earlier hearing. 

Pizer pointed out that no air¬ 
line offers benefits to domestic 
partners, but acknowledged, 
when pressed, that United is fight¬ 
ing the city because of a contract 
for space at San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Airport. Other airlines, 
with the exception of Federal Ex¬ 
press, a cargo company, have not 
filed suit against the city, other 
than through their affiliation with 
the ATA. It’s widely believed that 
United was the driving force be¬ 
hind that original lawsuit. 

“Politically, things are always 
more complicated,” Pizer said of the 
apparent inconsistency surround¬ 
ing Lambda and United. “If people 
feel that airlines as a whole are at¬ 
tacking the community, and no one 
should travel until the airlines stop 
discriminating, that will mean 
[Lambda] lawyers won’t be able to 
go to court to argue cases and meet 


three times a year face to face [with 
other Lambda attorneys].” 

Pizer said she doesn’t agree 
with the position of lawyers at 
Brobeck. “I’ve had a number of 
conversations with George [Tut¬ 
tle]. He and I take different views 
on the legal question,” Pizer said, 
referring to the Brobeck partner 
organizing the Lambda luncheon. 

Reaction 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Leslie Katz, who co-authored the 
city’s law, was surprised regarding 
the upcoming luncheon. “It’s out¬ 
rageous,” Katz told the B.A.R. “I 
thought it was bad enough when 
they had Brobeck pens at the 
Lambda dinner. I’m very sur¬ 
prised.” 

Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor with the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights (NCLR) was more 
diplomatic. NCLR joined Lamb¬ 
da in filing the amicus brief in 
favor of the city in 1997. 

“At first blush I think it’s fair to 
ask the question why a gay legal 
organization would choose to 
have a reception at the offices of a 
firm representing another corpo¬ 
ration taking what we view as an 
anti-gay position,” Kendell told 
the B.A.R. “However, I really be¬ 
lieve one of the most effective 
ways to make change is from the 
inside out. Brobeck is a huge firm 
and it’s not surprising they have a 
huge client, United.” 

Geoff Kors, a civil rights attor¬ 
ney who also worked on the city’s 
law, echoed Katz’s feelings. “I’m 
disappointed,” he said of Lambda. 
Kors said that Brobeck, which has 
probably earned a good deal of 
money from United, can host the 
luncheon for Lambda and “then 
sell themselves to law students as 
gay friendly.” 

“I think when groups do that 
it’s hypocritical,” added Kors. 

Kendell, who was preparing a 
final for students in a legal ethics 
course she’s teaching at New Col¬ 
lege, said she doesn’t see an ethical 
violation of Lambda’s hosting the 
luncheon at Brobeck’s offices. 
“Lawyers fight to the death in 
court and then go have drinks in 
the afternoon,” she said. T 


1991, hundreds of volunteers have 
gathered at monthly Saturday 
“workdays.” Not only family and 
friends, but youth groups, seniors, 
and corporate executives come to 
workdays to heal while clearing 
weeds, mulching, and planting 
with others who share their expe¬ 
rience. Through cycles of life and 
death illustrated in nature, the 
grove helps soothe friends, fami¬ 
lies, and even those who are ill. 

The grove is also home of the 
Circle of Friends, a program to in¬ 
scribe and remember the names 
of those who have died and those 
who have shared their struggle, 
kept the vigils, and supported 
each other during the final hours. 

In his letter to United, Weyand 
said the fact that United does not 
even offer bereavement leave to 
domestic partners of employees 
was a major factor in the non¬ 
profit’s decision to reject the gift. 
“Since bereavement and grief pro¬ 
cessing are areas of focus for the 
National AIDS Memorial Grove, 
it would be hypocritical of us to 
accept a gift/sponsorship from an 
agency that minimizes human 
loss and suffering among loving 
unmarried partners,” he wrote. 

Weyand told the B.A.R. he has 
not heard from United since he 
sent the memo last month. The 
decision was made, he said, in 
consultation with some executive 
committee members of the 
Memorial Grove’s board of direc¬ 
tors. He also said he hopes there’s 
a time when the grove can work 
with United. “I have a good histo¬ 
ry with United, but it’s not ac¬ 
ceptable with what’s going on,” he 
said. Weyand added that the 
Memorial Grove’s annual budget 
is around $350,000 and that it was 
the first time United had ap¬ 
proached the organization with 
the offer of an in-kind donation.

He added that it was not an easy 
decision for the board’s commit¬ 
tee to make, “It’s always a difficult 
decision [to turn down money].” 

The National AIDS Memorial 
Grove will be having an event at 
the grove on World AIDS Day, 
Tuesday, December 1, Weyand 
said. 

In July 1997, the San Francis¬ 
co-based Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association (GLMA) stopped 
recognizing United as its “official” 
airline, thereby foregoing thou¬ 
sands of dollars worth of vouch¬ 
ers and tickets, said Sue Rochman, 
communications director for that 
nonprofit organization that has 
2,000 lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender physicians, medical 
students, and supporters among 
its membership. 

GLMA also withdrew from 
consideration a pending applica¬ 
tion for a $10,000 United travel 
grant. ▼

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Air Force employees 
find protection 
from discrimination

H| s an Air Force architect 
since 1980, Stephen Bick- 
L ford says he goes to work 
behind enemy lines day after day. 

He hasn’t seen any military 
combat, but as a gay military em¬ 
ployee, he says his work environ¬ 
ment has often been less than 
friendly. 

The military’s policy toward 
gay servicemen has received plen¬ 
ty of publicity in recent years, but 
the policy toward civilian em¬ 
ployees hasn’t been in the spot¬ 
light. Bickford, however, has spent 
years investigating the policy and 
getting pressure applied to make 
the policy known. 

As founder and current presi¬ 
dent of Air Force GLOBE (Gay, 
Lesbian and Bisexual Employees), 
Bickford now knows the policy 
well. Although it was a long strug¬ 
gle to get the policy revealed, 
Bickford’s efforts paid off with a 
gay-friendly policy now being 
shared with all civilian Air Force 
personnel. 

Air Force GLOBE was orga¬ 
nized after Bickford turned to a 
larger organization, Federal 
GLOBE, to find out what discrim¬ 
ination protection, if any, was 
provided to gay civilian Air Force 
employees. 

“My interest in Federal 
GLOBE was to find out my pro¬ 
tections, because the Air Force 
wasn’t telling me anything,” Bick¬ 
ford told the Bay Area Reporter “I 
never got the balls to go ask them, 
and I didn’t know who to turn to

to ask.” At that time, Bickford said, 
apparently no civilian Air Force 
employee had yet tried to clarify 
the Air Force’s civilian employ¬ 
ment discrimination policy in re¬ 
gards to protection based on sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

From Federal GLOBE, Bick¬ 
ford said he learned of the 1979 
Civil Service Reform Act, which 
prohibited discrimination based 
on any “non-merit reason.” That 
alone, Bickford guessed, might 
provide the necessary protection 
he was looking to confirm. 

“But nobody had ever told me 
about that law,” Bickford said. “I 
looked all over the place [for a 
non-discrimination policy], and I 
finally found one poster that 
mentioned they wouldn’t dis¬ 
criminate for any non-merit rea¬ 
son.” 

So Bickford embarked on what 


would become a multi-year quest 
to discover and clarify the Air 
Force’s non-discrimination policy 
in regards to sexual orientation. 

Purloined letter 

It took letters back and forth 
with several congressmen, includ¬ 
ing Ohio Senator John Glenn and 
Massachusetts Representative 
Barney Frank, and a high-profile 
story in the Washington Blade 
criticizing the Air Force’s “refusal” 
to change its policy, until Novem¬ 
ber 1997 when a copy of a revised 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
(EEO) policy mysteriously ap¬ 
peared one night under the door 
of the Blade's office. The policy 
had been changed by Secretary of 
the Air Force Sheila Widnall, who 
had just left office in late October 
1997. 

But the quest wasn’t over. Al¬ 
though this letter had been signed 
October 29, it didn’t seem to ap¬ 
pear at Bickford’s Air Force base. 
An “EEO Policy Letter Update” 
was distributed by the base’s gen¬ 
eral in mid-November, but it did¬ 
n’t specifically mention sexual ori¬ 
entation. Bickford asked around 
the base and felt like he was get¬ 
ting the runaround. 

“I started asking why sexual 
orientation wasn’t included,” 
Bickford said. “First they said they 
hadn’t got the letter. Then they 
said they got it, but they sent it to 
the legal office. Then the legal of¬ 
fice said they were asking the Air 
Force how to implement it. 

“Come January, I was pissed 
that we still hadn’t seen the new

GLOE welcomes older gay 
men to brunch Sunday

S lder gay men will have a 
chance to share brunch and 
' conversation at the second 
Sunday Men’s Potluck on Novem¬ 
ber 8 at noon in San Francisco. 

A monthly event, these 
brunches are one of the more suc¬ 
cessful social activities of Gay and 
Lesbian Outreach to Elders 
(GLOE), a 16-year-old program 
now with New Leaf Services for 
Our Community. 

“There’s a lot of yacking, clack¬ 
ing, and talking,” said George 
Roosen, men’s coordinator for 
GLOE. “Some very, very fine 
friendships have built up around 
it.” 

The potluck brunch draws be¬ 
tween 30-70 older gay men (the 
average age is over 60) and offers 
an opportunity to gather in an in¬ 
formal setting including a garden 
area. 

Over the years, attendees have 
developed a “friendship list” of 
men who keep in contact for so¬ 
cial activities, and brunch atten¬ 
dees are free to add their name. 

Roosen is most impressed with 
the personal connections the men 
make at the brunches. Roosen 


told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
closeness evokes an earlier period 
when gay men used to live in se¬ 
cret, but had very rich social net¬ 
works including dinner parties 
several times a week at the homes 
of friends. 

For many the secrecy continues. 

“Most seniors are still closeted 
except with other gay men,” said 
Roosen, who added that he is 75 
years old, very single, and avail¬ 
able. 

This month, in honor of Veter¬ 


an’s Day, men will be encouraged 
to share their wartime stories at 
brunch and are encouraged to 
bring their uniforms, photos, and 
memorabilia. ▼

This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should mil take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex?and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with. 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with. 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 


Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

1 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Florida pickets zap hatemonger Gary Bauer 

Fundy blamed for fatal 
hate crime against gay

n the wake of another hate 
killing, a small group of eight 
pickets, including this re¬ 
porter, demonstrated after dark 
outside the Melbourne, Florida 
Airport Hilton on Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 27. Inside, from 6-7:15 p.m., 
Family Research Council Direc¬ 
tor Gary Bauer addressed a ban¬ 
quet gathering of his political 
klanspeople. 

News media had announced 
earlier in the day that Orlando 
resident Sabastian Durgins, 26, 
had been found dead of gunshot 
wounds to the head, his body left 
near train tracks and the Sanford 
Garden Apartment complex in 
Sanford, Florida. 

Two boys walking near the 
tracks had discovered the body. 
Police told reporters that the vic¬ 
tim had not been robbed. He 
was, said the Orlando Sentinel, a 
hairdresser. Later, immediately 
following the anti-Bauer picket, 
television news stations were 
calling the Durgins murder “an¬ 
other anti-gay hate crime.” 

The pickets, who laid blame 
for the hostile climate favoring 
such murders at the feet of Bauer, 
initially made their views known 
on local radio stations and in a 
major Florida newspaper. Pickets 
represented Miami Beach’s Oral

Democratic candidate for 
Congress David Golding stepped 
from his automobile and re¬ 
mained with the pickets until 
they disbursed. “I share your 
views,” he said, “about the danger 
that Gary Bauer poses, and that’s 
why I’m here to give you my 
wholehearted support.” 

Pickets booed incumbent Re¬ 
publican Congressman Dave 
Weldon, who was running 
against Golding, as Weldon drove 
past.

Signs confronting Bauer’s 
contingent included pho¬ 
tographs of the GOP hate candi¬ 
date that said: “Bauer’s Bigotry is 
to Blame” and “Gary Bauer - 
‘Murderer’ by Proxy.” Another 
sign said: “Stop the Christian 
Reich’s Sexual Witchhunt,” and 
included a swastika and the 
words “No More Nazism.” Signs 
with photographs of both 
Matthew Shepard and Dr. Bar¬ 
nett Slepian (who was murdered 
by an anti-abortionist during the 
weekend in Amherst, New York) 
said: “Jesus Would Weep,” “Re¬ 
member Matthew,” and “Re¬ 
member Dr. Slepian”. 

Bauer supporters, entering 
Hilton grounds were, prior to the 
banquet, forced to digest the 
messages held in their faces by 
the pickets. Several of them gave 


pickets the finger, and police 
gathered nearby with Bauer se¬ 
curity forces to monitor the small 
enthusiastic group who were not 
allowed on Hilton property. 

Television news ignored the 
pickets, engaged as they were 
with nearby festivities surround¬ 
ing the forthcoming flight into 
space of Senator John Glenn, 77, 
and the crew of the Discovery 
shuttle. “They were more con¬ 
cerned with outer space,” said 
Oral Majority’s Bob Kunst,“than 
with the horrors going on here 
on earth.” 

“We only get the press, it 
seems, when we’re mourning our 
dead,” Kunst continued, “but 
they don’t want to hear from us 
when we stand up to Republican 
bigots who always get the oppor¬ 
tunities they want to attack us.” 

Florida candidate for gover¬ 
nor, Jeb Bush, a son of former 
President Bush, and a darling of 
the right wing, was represented 
by a plethora of bumper stickers 
attached to incoming autos and, 
reportedly, by his press manager. 

Bauer, who has plans to run 
on the Republican ticket for the 
Presidency in 2000, had hoped to 
exploit the Hilton banquet to ad¬ 
vance his anti-gay, anti-free 
choice agendas. In building his 
political base in Florida, the last 
place he expected to be exposed 
as a menace was in this conserv¬ 
ative Republican bastion. T

might imagine that the pressure 
for sexual exclusivity would van¬ 
ish, but often it doesn’t. Presum¬ 
ably the desire for exclusivity 
among gays is either a hangover 
from our heterosexual evolution¬ 
ary origins, or a practical issue 
connected with fear of desertion 
or disease. 

I don’t think it’s demeaning to 
gay men to acknowledge that ten¬ 
sions and conflicts do arise 
around issues of monogamy. Sci¬ 
entifically, these conflicts are just 


the consequence of evolutionary 
trends. But to solve them may re¬ 
quire re-establishing a moral 
sense - not the imposition of out¬ 
moded heterosexual standards 
but the development of a code 
that is relevant to our own cir¬ 
cumstances. ▼

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Baldwin wins, gay marriage loses

i'' or the first time in America, 
an openly lesbian candidate 
1! has been elected to federal 
office. Tammy Baldwin will repre¬ 
sent a district centered on Madi¬ 
son, Wisconsin in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. Previous 
openly gay members of Congress 
were first elected while in the clos¬ 
et and then re-elected once they 
came out. 

Baldwin, 36, paid her political 
dues, being first elected to local 
office and in 1992 to the state Leg¬ 
islature. She won a four-way De¬ 
mocratic primary and then faced 
a tough opponent in a moderate 
Republican woman. Sexual orien¬ 
tation was not an issue during the 
campaign. 

Turnout in her home base of 
Madison was so great that some 
polling places ran out of ballots. 
Additional ones were brought in 
and some polling places stayed 
open an hour past their scheduled 
closing to accommodate the 
crowd. Baldwin amassed an im¬ 
pressive 53 to 47 percent margin 
to win the open seat. She becomes 
the first woman sent to Congress 
from Wisconsin, and the first 
open lesbian in that body. 

Baldwin “has broken down a 
very large door,” said Elizabeth 
Birch executive director of the

Human Rights Campaign (HRC). 
“She has created an arch of hope 
that future gay and lesbian candi¬ 
dates will be able to walk 
through.” 

The other lesbian candidates 
for Congress ran very credible but 
losing efforts. San Diego city 
council member Christine Kehoe 
pulled 46 percent of the vote to 
gay-friendly Republican incum¬ 
bent Brian Bilbray’s 49 percent. 
Third party candidates garnered 
the other votes. 

In Washington state, retired 
colonel Grethe Cammermeyer 
lost to conservative incumbent 
Jack Metcalf by 45 to 55 percent. 


Massachusetts Democrat Bar¬ 
ney Frank was unopposed in his 
re-election bid, while Arizona Re¬ 
publican Jim Kolbe faced his 
toughest fight in years. He pulled 
52 percent of the vote while his 
Democratic opponent got 45 per¬ 
cent, with the balance going to 
third party candidates. 

Marriage loses 

Gay marriage continues to be 
a hot button issue. Voters in 
Hawaii and Alaska said “no” to the 
idea by margins greater than 2 to 
1. The Hawaii vote gives the state 
Legislature permission to amend 
the state constitution to define 
marriage as only between a man 
and a woman, not people of the 
same gender. 

That no doubt will have a 
chilling effect upon the pending 
state Supreme Court decision on 
gay marriage. Most observers be¬ 
lieve the court will find that the 
present state constitution allows 
same-sex marriage. But that deci¬ 
sion now is likely to continue to 
be held up until the Legislature 
resolves the issue. 

The electoral setbacks “do not 
stop our march to equality,” said 
Evan Wolfson, director of the 
Marriage Project at the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. He said that gay rights ad¬ 
vocates would use the legislative 
hearings to continue to make the

who will replace Fong as treasur¬ 
er, and incumbent state Con¬ 
troller Kathleen Connell. Incum¬ 
bent GOP state Insurance Com¬ 
missioner Chuck Quackenbush 
rebuffed Democratic challenger 
Diane Martinez to become the 
only Republican winner at press 
time. The race for secretary of 
state between incumbent Bill 
Jones and Democratic challenger 
Michela Alioto was neck-and- 
neck and will not be determined 
until final votes are counted. 

In the bitter contest for the 
“non-partisan” superintendent of 
public instruction, Democratic 
incumbent Delaine Eastin turned 
back a well-financed challenge by 
Gloria Tuchman, a conservative 
Republican. 

On California propositions, 1A 
(school bonds), 1 (property taxes) 
2 (transportation funding), 4 
(ban animal traps), 5 (tribal casi¬ 
nos), 6 (slaughter of horses for 
meat), and II (local taxes) all ap¬ 
peared headed for wins. Proposi¬ 
tions 7 (tax credits), 8 (public 


schools), and 9 (electric deregula¬ 
tion) went down to defeat. Propo¬ 
sition 10, the cigarette tax for 
childhood development, was too 
close to call and will be deter¬ 
mined by absentee ballots. 

In other state congressional 
contests, former Representative 
Bob Dornan, one of the GOP’s 
most homophobic members, was 
defeated in a comeback attempt in 
Orange County; Democrat Loret¬ 
ta Sanchez won in the costly cam¬ 
paign 57 to 39 percent. In anoth¬ 
er race that drew interest, San 
Diego councilwoman Christine 
Kehoe, a lesbian, lost a tight race 
to her Republican opponent. In 
the Bay Area’s only closely con¬ 
tested House race, Walnut Creek 
Democrat Ellen Tauscher handily 
defeated her GOP opponent 
Charles Ball. 

Santa Clara County elected its 
first woman sheriff, Laurie Smith. 
In San Jose, voters elected former 
county supervisor Ron Gonzales, 
a Democrat, as mayor of the Bay 
Area’s largest city, over Republican 
city Councilwoman Pat Dando. 

In San Francisco, Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi and state As- 
semblymembers Carole Migden 


and Kevin Shelley all won easily. 
Democrat Jackie Speier won an 
open state senate seat. 

In the race for three seats on 
the San Francisco City College 
board, incumbent Lawrence 
Wong, an openly gay man, was 
leading all others. Andrea Short¬ 
er, an open lesbian appointed by 
Mayor Willie Brown, was fighting 
to hold her seat, with absentee 
ballots likely to be the determin¬ 
ing factor. 

Among San Francisco ballot 
measures, Proposition G (owner 
move-in evictions) won big and 
voters appeared to reverse their de¬ 
cision of a year ago to rebuild the 
Central Freeway; Proposition E 
was narrowly leading at press time. 

In the East Bay, openly gay 
Berkeley city Councilmember 
Kriss Worthington coasted to vic¬ 
tory over his opponents, one of 
which was another gay man, 
George Beier. In the race for a seat 
on the AC Transit bus board, 
openly gay candidate Allan Shore 
lost big to incumbent Alice Crea- 
son. Also, in Oakland, Mayor-elect 
Jerry Brown’s proposal to give the 
mayor’s office more power was a 
big winner Tuesday night. ▼ 


case for gay marriage. 

Four states passed initiatives in 
the growing movement in sup¬ 
port of medical use of marijuana, 
most by margins approaching 60 
percent of the vote. That seems to 
indicate a growing rejection of the 
simplistic “just say no” approach 
to currently illegal drugs. It may 
also point to a smaller less intru¬ 
sive role for government in our 
daily lives. 

Congress 

The deck was reshuffled in 
Congress, but essentially remains 
the same. Republicans maintained 
their 55 to 45 edge in the Senate. 
One of the more gay-friendly Re¬ 
publicans, the controversial New 
York Senator Alfonse D’Amato, 
lost his race despite getting an en¬ 
dorsement from HRC. But the 
victor, Representative Charles 
Schumer, is at least as good a 
friend of the gay community. 

Jesse Helms’s North Carolina 
colleague, the arch-conservative 
Lauch Faircloth, was soundly de¬ 
feated. Also, darlings of the Chris¬ 
tian right who tried to move up 
from the House to the Senate all 
met with failure: Bob Inglis in 
South Carolina, Mark Neumann 
in Wisconsin, and Linda Smith in 
Washington state. 

Incumbents did well in the 


House, but expected Republican 
gains never materialized, instead 
they have lost a handful of seats 
and slid even closer to numeric 
parity with the Democrats. 

And ideologically the shift may 
be even greater, with notable Re¬ 
publican losses from their ex¬ 
treme wing. In addition to the far 
right firebrands who tried for the 
Senate but lost, Kansas incumbent 
Vince Snowbarger was defeated. 
Ditto for what the Christian 
Coalition hoped would be the 
next wave of Congressman, led by 
Gex “Jay” Williams trying for an 
open seat in Kentucky. 

The only governors to go down 
to defeat were poster children of 
the religious right, and in their 
stronghold of the Deep South. 
South Carolinian David Beasley 
lost. Fob James, the governor of 
Alabama who championed reli¬ 
gion in government, was routed 
42 to 58 percent. 

And in the most entertaining 
race, retired pro wrestler Jesse 
“The Body” Ventura upset the Re¬ 
publican mayor of Minneapolis 
and Democratic scion Hubert 
Humphrey III to become gover¬ 
nor of Minnesota. Election of the 
libertarian tinged Reform Party 
candidate sent a message to both 
parties that old-fashioned politics 
will not suffice. T

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FDA panel recommends Ziagen approval

uppose they approved a new 
AIDS drug - and nobody 

d cared. That was pretty much 
the situation when an advisory 
committee to the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) recom¬ 
mended approval of abacavir sul¬ 
fate, known both by the acronym 
ABC and the trade name Ziagen. 
The meeting took place in 
Gaithersburg, Maryland, outside 
of Washington, on Monday, No¬ 
vember 2. 

Ziagen, a nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor (NRTI) 
manufactured by Glaxo-Well- 
come, was developed under the 
shorthand code 1592 and initially 
showed great promise as a more 
potent follow-on drug for AZT. It 
works at the same point to disrupt 
HIV’s reproduction cycle as does 
that workhorse pharmaceutical. 
But it is more powerful, has a dif¬ 
ferent mutation resistance profile, 
is easier to use, and for some peo¬ 
ple has fewer, milder side effects. 

Glaxo chose to shape its prin¬ 
cipal adult trial of 562 treatment 
naive patients around the combi¬ 
nation of ABC + AZT + 3TC, all 
products manufactured by that 
company. It compared the regi¬ 
men with the later two drugs in 
combination with the protease in¬ 
hibitor indinavir (trade name 
Crixivan) “to demonstrate equiv¬ 
alency,” said Glaxo product devel¬ 
opment leader Stephen LaFon. 

The 48-week trial is double 
blinded, with a placebo substitut¬ 
ed for the opposite drug in each 
arm. Thus, all participants must 
follow the food and dosing sched¬ 
ule for Crixivan whether they are 
on that drug or Ziagen plus the 
placebo substituting for Crixivan. 

LaFon presented “preliminary 
analysis of select efficacy data” 
where 95 percent of the patients 
had received 16 weeks of therapy 
and 85 had received 24 weeks of 
treatment. Because the trial is on¬ 
going, it remains blinded. He said 
that they saw “no significant dif¬ 
ferences” in the two arms of the 
trial in terms of suppressed viral 
load, increases of CD4 counts, 
and dropout rates. 

Drug experienced patients are 
another story. “Patients who have 
been on more than 12 months of 
3TC and zidovudine [AZT] had 
only a modest or no response at 
all,” LaFon admitted under ques¬ 
tioning from the advisory com¬ 
mittee. He said these results came 
from other trails. 

It appears that no single muta¬ 
tion causes resistance to ABC, but 
a combination of three or four 
particular mutations does lead to 
that resistance. Other drugs in the 
nucleoside class share some of the 
same mutation points. That has 
led many to question the wisdom 
of a combination therapy regimen 
built upon only one class of anti¬ 
retroviral drugs. 

Committee member Dr. John 
Hamilton, a professor of medicine 
at the Duke University Medical 
Center, said he “would be reluc¬ 
tant” to use a three nucleoside 
regimen. “But I guess it should be 
an option.” 

Dr. Michael Elashoff, is the 
FDA statistician who evaluated 
the abacavir submission. In the 
principal trial he found equiva¬ 
lency in suppression of viral load 
but “the CD4 responses looked 
better on the control arm” at 
every point. 

Acting chairman Dr. Henry 
Masur, from the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health, expressed “con¬ 
cern about the dichotomy be¬ 


tween the immunologic response 
and the virologic response.” 

Elashoff feared that the 
dropout rate of 24 percent at week 
16, if it continues to grow 
throughout the entire 48 weeks of 
the trial, might affect the quality 
and usefulness of the data. 

Hypersensitibity=death 

Approximately 3 percent of the 
11,000 people in the safety database 
have experienced hypersensitivity 
to Ziagen. It is a constellation that 
may include rash, fever, fatigue, 
nausea, and other symptoms. “All 
will resolve within days of discon¬ 
tinuing abacavir,” said Glaxo pre¬ 
senter Dr. Seth Hetherington. 

“Restarting abacavir after stop¬ 
ping for a hypersensitivity reac¬ 
tion may lead to more severe and 
potentially life-threatening events, 
including death,” he said. At least 
one death has been attributed to 
this reaction. Other deaths while 
on the drug have been attributed 
to other causes associated with 
advanced HIV disease and heavy 
use of other medications, accord¬ 
ing to Glaxo’s analysis. The com¬ 


pany plans an extensive education 
campaign to the risks and symp¬ 
toms of hypersensitivity. 

Advisory committee member 
Dr. Christopher Mathews, direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Clinic at the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Diego, 
worries that “small volume [med¬ 
ical] providers won’t necessarily 
have the skills and medical judg¬ 
ment” to catch these problems. He 


also is concerned that the com¬ 
mon nature of the symptoms of 
hypersensitivity, which can be 
caused by any number of things, 
may lead to “premature discon¬ 
tinuation” of the drug. That holds 
the potential for stimulating resis¬ 
tance mutations. 

Community voices 

Jeff Bloom sat on the commit¬ 


tee as a patient advocate. The 
company “may have short¬ 
changed itself” by not studying 
abacavir in combination with ddl 
and d4t, he said. He believes that 
the FDA “may be doing patients a 
disservice” by giving approval 
without that information, be¬ 
cause use of any therapy affects 
the use of every subsequent ther- 
apy. 


Mike Donnelly with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate was “pretty dis¬ 
appointed” that there was no real 
data on durability of effect. The 
trials with other Glaxo drugs were 
“convenient,” he said, but “they 
haven’t looked at the real world 
use of the drug.” While he sup¬ 
ported the eventual approval of 
the drug, he “wasn’t sure there is 
data for accelerated approval.” He 


also feared that Glaxo is going to 
price the drug “the same a pro¬ 
tease inhibitors.” 

North Carolina PWA Jerald 
Breitman praised Ziagen which 
“has indeed given me back my 
life.” New York activist Jules Levin 
said, “People need this option.” 

But Spencer Cox, with New 
York’s Treatment Action Group 
(TAG), wasn’t so sure. “The avail¬ 
able data suggests that the choice 
between Ziagen rather than other 
marketed therapies is a choice be¬ 
tween a blue pill and a red pill.” 
He compared it with the recently 
approved Sustiva, “which is easier 
to take, better tolerated, and does¬ 
n’t have a potentially life-threat¬ 
ening side effect.” 

Cox believes that for the first 
time there really is competition in 
the market of HIV therapies. He 
suggested, “One way that Glaxo- 
Wellcome can distinguish Ziagen 
would be to price it remarkably 
lower than any available double 
nucleoside combination. Which 
would mean less than $3,000 a 
year.” He is not holding his breath 
for that to happen. ▼

s ', ontinuing its efforts to stop 
AIDS profiteering by the 
? major pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies, five members of ACT 
UP/New York took over the Man¬ 
hattan office of E.I. du Pont de 
Nemours and Company for two 
and a half hours on Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 26. The action was spurred 
in response to DuPont’s pricing of 
Sustiva, a new NNRTI (non-nu- 
cleoside reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitor) AIDS drug that would be 
for most AIDS patients a supple¬ 
ment to existing drug regimens 
and essential medications in the 
treatment of the disease. 

Mark Milano of ACT UP/New 
York organized the protest claim¬ 


ing that “DuPont has blatantly lied 
to both us and the press regarding 
the price of Sustiva.” The price of 
the drug is nearly $2,000 more per 
year than other drugs in its class. 

The issue of pricing is espe¬ 
cially important to people living 
with AIDS (PWAs) and the state- 


run AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
grams (ADAPs) as pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies raise prices of their 
AIDS drugs. Agouron Pharma re¬ 
cently raised the price of Viracept 
by almost 5 percent, and Glaxo- 
Wellcome has threatened similar 


action as its soon-to-be-approved 
AIDS drug Ziagen reaches the 
market. Most of the drugs are 
priced at a cost of around $3,100 
annually and have financially 
tapped ADAPs which distribute 
the funds available to PWAs. Sus¬ 
tiva would cost ADAPs around 


$5,000 annually. Directors at 
ADAPs have made it clear that if 
this type of pricing continues the 
threat of running out of funds is 
imminent. 

ACT UP/New York made its 
demands known by hanging a 
banner from DuPont’s Manhattan

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the following 
medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same .active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive centra) nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications [e g . cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are sum¬ 
marized in the following table.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment ot Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration ot dronabinol at doses ot 30 to 150 mg/m/ equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/m/ equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/nf/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m' (equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m* in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use ot Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related "high” (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 


patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials 
(8%) (see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter. 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence greater than 1%.

Cardiovascular: Palpitations, tachycardia, vasodilation/facial flush. 

Digestive: Abdominal pain*, nausea*, vomiting*. 

Nervous system: (Amnesia), anxiety/nervousness, (ataxia), confusion, depersonalization, dizziness*, euphoria*, 
(hallucination), paranoid reaction*, somnolence*, thinking abnormal*._

CAUSAL RELATIONSHIP UNKNOWN: Incidence less than 1%. 

The clinical significance of the association ot these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they are reported 
as alerting information for the clinician.__ 

Body as a whole: Chills, headache, malaise. 

Digestive: Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory: Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Sweating. 


DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes’’, sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Patients 
also complained of disturbed sleep tor several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol [dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬ 
ATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced 
bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (b.i.d.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m/ given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/nf dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nf increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m ! per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8’ and 
15*C (46* and 59*F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 


Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

In response company officials 
at DuPont arranged a conference 
call with Senior Vice-president of 
Public Policy Bob Perkins. ACT 
UP’s own press release on the 
protest states that “during the con¬ 
ference call [Perkins] caved in to 
the activist demand that Nicholas 
Teti, the president of DuPont 
Pharma, meet with the directors of 
the state-run ADAP,” further in¬ 
sisting for significantly larger re¬ 
bates for Sustiva. DuPont has mar¬ 
keted the drug as an alternative to 
protease inhibitors (Pis) and 
claimed that Sustiva is priced 
below Pis and is therefore a cost¬ 
saving drug. However, users of 
Sustiva will add the drug to exist¬ 
ing drug regimens that include a 
PI. This means a typical regimen of 
four to five drugs daily with Susti¬ 
va as an addition to such regimens. 

“Adding overpriced drugs like 
Sustiva will force some states to 
drop other essential medications 
or to end new enrollments entire¬ 
ly,” stated John Riley, also of ACT 
UP/New York. Due to the exces¬ 
sive price, four states including 
New York, California, Pennsylva¬ 
nia and Texas are unable to add 
the drug to their ADAP formula¬ 
ries. ACT UP/New York members 
finally left the offices of DuPont 
when an agreement was made be¬ 
tween ADAP directors and 
Perkins of DuPont to meet to dis¬ 
cuss establishing a lower price and 
a larger rebate on Sustiva. When 
reached for a follow-up comment 
on the agreement for a meeting, 
Milano admitted that “we are 
afraid that DuPont won’t live up 
to its promise. There is no date set 
yet for the meeting and Mr. 
Perkins is not returning our calls. 
If DuPont doesn’t live up to its 
promise we will be ready with fur¬ 
ther protests. We’re not going 
away until this price-gouging 
stops. The profiteering has got to 
end.” ▼

Dykes served as pastor of 
MCC-SF from 1979 to 1981.

Dykes invited 
the Reverend Jane Spahr to join 
the staff of the church after con¬ 
flict erupted within the Presbyter¬ 
ian church about her being les¬ 
bian. Perhaps more significantly, 
he led the church to purchase its 
present site in the Castro on Eu¬ 
reka Street. 

MCC-SF senior pastor the 


Reverend Jim Mitulski told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Dykes’s 
“leadership led the congregation 
in important decisions that have 
benefited the congregation today; 
a whole generation of MCC-SF is 
grateful for the legacy he left.” 

Dykes is credited with forming 
numerous groups that have bene¬ 
fited gays and lesbians in Aus¬ 
tralia. The Sydney Star Observer 
called him “one of [the communi¬ 
ty’s] giants.” 

“He was a man of passion and 
gifts, and I’m sad that he’s gone,” 
the Reverend Michael England, 
pastor of Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church of Greater Hayward, 
told the B.A.R. England is also a 
former senior pastor of MCC-SF 
and served on staff with Dykes. 

“Still, he’s been ill for a very 
long time, so there’s certainly an 
element of mercy in his step into 
eternity,” England said. T

wo lesbians, who are leaders 
in the California and Neva¬ 
da region Methodist church, 
plan a formal wedding in the 
church in intentional violation of 
official church policy, according 
to the official news agency of the 
church. 

According to a story by Charley 
Lerrigo in the California-Nevada 


United Methodist Review, Jeanne 
Barnett and Ellie Charlton an¬ 
nounced at a church event that they 
will celebrate their 15-year relation¬ 
ship with a service of holy union in 
early 1999.

join him in performing the ser¬ 
vice in violation of official church 
doctrine - an act of “ecclesial dis¬ 
obedience.” 

Holy unions of same-sex cou¬ 
ples are specifically prohibited by 
a provision added in 1996 to the 
church’s governing policy; the 
church’s Judicial Council, or 
supreme court, ruled in August 
that the provision is enforceable

|| hile some have put away 
medals and memories by 
If now, and maybe even 
taken a break from their chosen 
sport, others continue on in a per¬ 
sistent, even dogged way. Long 
distance running is one of those 
pursuits. 

Front Runners President John 
Kruse, now a psychiatrist in San 
Francisco, ran in school and col¬ 
lege, but always alone. His jock 
days as a swimmer in high school 
and at the University of Rochester 
provided a sort of holding pattern 
for him, since he had not figured 
out he was gay. “I was pre-med, so 
you’re excused from having a so¬ 
cial life.” 

What he enjoys most about 


marathoning is “the emphasis on 
individuality, and the mythos of 
the long distance runner.” 

It’s also a low maintenance 
sport. “The only equipment is 
running shoes and the de¬ 
sire to run,” he said suc¬ 
cinctly. “That makes it 
more democratic and in¬ 
clusive to other people.” 

It may very well be the 
first sport of civilization: 
who can run fastest? What 
could be more simple? 

But it’s also a 
strange sport, tpo, 
where training is 
often done in silent 
solitude, while the 
event itself resembles an orga¬ 
nized riot. Bodies ornamented 
with numbers bob and weave for 
placement as the first burst of 


competitors fills the street. 

Kruse understands the inner 
peace of running, the second 
wind, but says it doesn’t happen 
often enough. “Some runners go 
all their lives and claim to have 
never gotten a sec¬ 
ond wind,” he said. 
“I know swimmers 
zone out. It’s almost a senso¬ 
ry deprivation experience. I 
think even golfers often will 
sort of feel they’re in a 
groove.” 

Part of running’s 
popularity, Kruse said, 
is that “people find a 
more accessible way to 
get the endorphins 
running or into “the zone” 
through running. It also doesn’t 
take much coordination. “I can 
keep exerting myself without co¬ 
ordination getting in the way!” 

For Kruse, the high points are 
“being out of doors, connected to 
the earth. The lack of need for 
equipment helps, too.” 

Too hot to trot 

When Kruse ran the marathon 
at Gay Games V, he said “it was 
fun to be there cause it was Gay 
Games, but it was much too warm 
to run,” concurring with the deci¬ 
sion of Dutch organizers to short¬ 
en the race, due to the heat.

Like many runners, Kruse 
prefers to run early in the morning. 
Bay Area weather is usually perfect 
running weather. “The 80 degree 
weather was not good” in Amster¬ 
dam'; he said, having done three 
marathons in 80 degree weather. 

The fluid loss and depletion of 
electrolytes are the worst deter¬ 
rents to a good race. Some of the 
higher-placing runners were “peo¬ 
ple who were more experienced in 
warm climates,” Kruse noted. 

But despite the uncontrollable 
weather, like other runners, there 
were problems with the way the 
course was shortened that some be¬ 
lieve was discriminatory, particu¬ 
larly for seniors and novice runners. 

“They announced ahead of the 
race that slower people were going 
to be forced to turn around,” Kruse 
said. “The actual cut-off time was 
one that discriminated against 
slower runners. I felt it was not ap¬ 
propriate. It wasn’t like we were 
running across city streets or any¬ 
thing.” The track ran south along 
the banks of the Amstel River. 

“Some people train for years 
for this,” Kruse said. “The biggest 
disappointment was that it was 
very much last minute. If they had 
told people in advance, but find¬ 
ing out at the last minute is com¬ 
pletely inappropriate.” 

Gee, that sounds familiar. 

Still, Kruse, believes that Ams¬ 
terdam’s Marathon event was 
much better organized than New 
York’s in 1994, where some people 
“couldn’t even find race numbers.” 


Other 1998 problems included 
a water shortage, and a problem in 
the overall focus of the event. 
Should it be more for inclusion, 
which would seem to be the case if 
the Dutch were so lax about regu¬ 
lations. But switching to an abrupt 
cut-off point is hardly inclusive. 

“Having a coherent mission 
statement would have helped,” 
Kruse said. 

Coherence. Yes. Something to 
consider as the memories of regu¬ 
latory infractions gel into a blur of 
“oh, well”s. 

Separate legs 

But marathoners are a sturdy 
type, and like that bunny, they 
keep going and going. Three 
weeks ago, Kruse and other Bay 
Areans ran a relay, the Napa to 
Santa Rosa, a big event in daylong 
relay races. Kruse competed with 
one Front Runners-organized 
team of two that competed. The 
“fast” team finished in third place 
out of 170 teams, which shows 
that our local lesbian and gay run¬ 
ners are quite accomplished. 

Kruse was “the token slow per¬ 
son in the fast team,” he joked, 
mentioning that different members 
of a team “do separate legs of the 
grueling course. Some legs of the 
race are run in darkness.” He ran 
along Sir Francis Drake highway in 
the full moon, fulfilling his love of 
being close to nature while pushing 
his athletic limits. Now, that’s the 
way to enjoy the scenery. ▼

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Gay news in mainstream, specialty media

, ays and lesbians are an in¬ 
creasingly part of the news 
: in mainstream media. It is a 
welcome change but often only 
skims the surface, seldom offering 
much depth or breadth of cover¬ 
age. The gay press has reacted 
with its own adaptations. Five 
journalists discussed these dy¬ 
namics at an October 13 meeting 
of the Washington chapter of the 
National Lesbian and Gay Jour¬ 
nalists Association (NLGJA). 

“We used to be ahead of the 
curve and the mainstream media 
would follow us,” said Chris Bull, 
Washington correspondent for 
the national gay newsmagazine 
The Advocate. “Now the situation 
has reversed,” and the gay press is 
often called upon “to fill a niche.” 
Five years ago k.d. lange could 
only come out in The Advocate, 
but for Ellen DeGeneres, “It was 
the last place she would go, she 
ended up on the cover of Time. 


We still have not been granted an 
interview with her. 

“We struggle to fill in the gap, 
give readers more complexity and 
depth” than mainstream media 
may be able to give to a story, Bull 
said. Focus groups also have led 
them to devote more space to 
opinion columns. 

Carolyn Lochhead is a reporter 
with the Washington bureau of 
the San Francisco Chronicle, the 
first major paper to have an open¬ 
ly gay reporter, Randy Shilts. She 
said that only a quarter of their 
circulation is in the city itself, most 
is in the suburbs, “so our stories 
have to be more general, broader 
based, presented in a bigger con¬ 
text” with less day-to-day report¬ 
ing. “The gay press will often break 
stories, just like other trade press,” 
she said, because they are follow¬ 
ing an issue more closely. 

Lisa Keen, senior editor with 
the Washington Blade and the 
New York Blade, criticized the 
mainstream media for focusing 
upon the negative and not giving

policy,” Bickford said. “So we com¬ 
plained again to Barney Frank.” 

Bickford said Frank again 
started putting pressure on the Air 
Force and the Defense Depart¬ 
ment to make this policy known. 
In May it was finally officially 
published on the Internet, and 
hard copies were slowly distrib¬ 
uted to Air Force personnel later 
in the summer. 

Behind enemy lines 

Bickford and Air Force GLOBE 
members rest a little easier now 
that the policy has been clearly 
stated. But Bickford said the poli¬ 
cy isn’t guaranteed to stay in place 
forever. First of all, Bickford said 
a Republican president could 
come in and rescind President 
Clinton’s policies and executive 
orders. And more importantly, 
current Air Force policy is not set 
in stone. 

Bickford said current efforts of 
Air Force GLOBE are to get the 
word out so gay people know 
about the organization and the 
non-discrimination policy, con¬ 
tinuously lobbying Congress to 
support enforcement of existing^ 
policies and laws, and continuing 
to let the military know that 
they’re not allowed to discrimi¬ 
nate against civilian employees. 

“We look for the next thing to 
complain about,” Bickford said. 
“We do have political muscle, and 
we’ve shown it in the last year by 
getting the Secretary of Defense to 
apply pressure to get our environ¬ 
ment changed.” Even with the 


clarified civilian policy, Bickford 
said the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy for enlisted men causes 
problems for civilians. 

“It’s a big psychological barri¬ 
er, because the military thinks it 
can do whatever it wants,” he said. 

But as long as a drastic change 
doesn’t occur, Bickford said he 
thinks the civilian policy is a pre¬ 
view of what will eventually come 
for enlisted soldiers in the military. 

“I think the Secretary of De¬ 
fense realizes that eventually the 
military is going to have to let gays 
in,” Bickford said. “We’re kind of 
testing the waters with gay civil¬ 
ians in the military. If the military 
can get used to that, then it be¬ 
comes more possible that service¬ 
men will also become protected.” 

“We’re changing the mindset, 
and we’re changing the culture,” 
he said. “But we do still feel like 
we’re working behind enemy lines. 

“But now, with federal protec¬ 
tion, we can be more at ease being 
out in the military environment,” 
Bickford added. 

GLOBE organizations also 
exist within the Navy and the 
Coast Guard, as well as with many 
other federal organizations. The 
third annual Federal GLOBE 
Congress meets November 12 in 
Pittsburgh, followed the next day 
by the beginning of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force’s an¬ 
nual Creating Change Confer¬ 
ence. ▼

as church law and violation of it is 
a chargeable offense that could re¬ 
sult in a church trial. 

The issue was most recently 
brought to public attention by the 
church trial of the Reverend 
Jimmy Creech for performing a 
same-sex wedding in Nebraska in 
September 1997. Although nar¬ 
rowly acquitted, Creech was not 
reappointed to his church and is 
on a leave of absence. 

According to Lerrigo in com¬ 
ments to the B.A.R., each region of 
the church is responsible for en¬ 
forcing the provisions of church 
law, and since no punishment is 


specified in the one banning 
same-sex unions, any violation in 
the California and Nevada region 
would be prosecuted according to 
local church governance. 

Compared to some other de¬ 
nominations, the Methodist church 
is quite open about the issue, hav¬ 
ing distributed this story through 
the official church news agency. 

“We cover the church warts 
and all,” said Tom McAnally, di¬ 
rector of the United Methodist 
News Service. T

a full view of the lesbian and gay 
community. Turning her atten¬ 
tion to the gay press, she scolded 
many for “the habit of running 
wire copy,” often from a non-gay 
perspective, rather than develop¬ 
ing their own reporting resources. 

Keen dislikes the term “alter¬ 
native press” because “that sounds 
like we are not real newspapers. 
We approach journalism very 
much the same as what we call 
mainstream journalism.” 

“One of the biggest problems 
[of the gay press] is under-capital¬ 
ization,” said William Waybourn. 
He is the managing partner of a 
group of investors who have pur¬ 
chased three gay papers ( Southern 
Voice-Atlanta, Houston Voice, Im¬ 
pact-New Orleans) with plans to 
further increase their holdings. 

He sees their competition for 
readers as the local mainstream 
and alternative press. The Internet 
is another competitor on breaking 
news and as a guide to entertain¬ 
ment. He argued that gay papers 
must strengthen their editorial 
product in order to prosper. 

Joe Libertore produces Gay 
News Network (GNN), a magazine- 
style program seen on cable public 
access outlets throughout the coun¬ 
try. He called television “non-trace- 
able,” it is able to reach thousands of 
people - teens and those in the clos¬ 
et - who either do not have access to 
gay publications or are too afraid 
have them around the house. 

GNN’s quarterly distribution 
means that they “have"got to find 
the story behind the story,” some¬ 
thing with shelf life that can edu¬ 
cate and inform. He said, “The 


highway is littered with carcasses” 
of others who have tried to do the 
same type of programming but 
seem to “hit a wall” after about 
two years. Cable access prohibits 
advertising, and these efforts are 
all-volunteer. GNN has survived 
for five years. 

Credibility for loonies 

Keen criticized the mainstream 
media for “quoting points of view 
that tends to give credibility to 
sources that don’t necessarily de¬ 
serve credibility.” She cited a quo¬ 
tation from the Family Research 
Council criticizing anti-bias laws 
as “‘criminalizing pro-family be¬ 
liefs.’ And that was left standing 
without anyone to explain how 
stupid that statement was.” 

Lochhead felt it “was very im¬ 
portant for readers to know what 
these people are saying” because 
they have such a powerful lobby¬ 
ing influence. “I don’t even think 
that Frank Riggs would talk to the 
gay press,” she said, but it was im¬ 
portant for people to know what 
he was saying with the anti-gay 
Riggs amendment. 

“I don’t know where you go to 
‘balance’ something like Fred 
Phelps who puts up signs that say 
‘God hates fags,’” said Waybourn. 
“The mainstream press does not 
go and quote the Ku Klux Klan 
every time there is a story on 
black history. 

“We seem to be held to a higher 
standard. We have to prove our¬ 
selves, we have to cross another 
hurdle. It is not the same for 
women’s issues, or Latino issues. 
I’ve never seen an anti-Asian group 


quoted.” Waybourn believes that 
the extreme right “gets credibility 
from the mainstream media.” 

“Every- time they build a 
church, we don’t quote the athe¬ 
ists,” added Libertore. But he 
strongly believes that GNN “will 
loose credibility if we are not ob¬ 
jective.” That is one reason why he 
interviewed ex-gay ministry offi¬ 
cial Anthony Falzarano. 

For Lochhead, the fact that the 
religious right is an influential part 
of American politics and is mak¬ 
ing an issue of gays, means that it 
is an important perspective to 
cover. She also criticized the gay 
press for too often taking the per¬ 
spective that “there is only one le¬ 
gitimate view” within the commu¬ 
nity. She used the examples of Log 
Cabin Republicans and liberal op¬ 
position to hate crimes legislation, 
both of which are underplayed. 

Keen admitted, “Gay people are 
human beings and have the right 
to the same rights as everyone else. 
To that extent, our coverage is 
prejudice towards that view. I 
don’t believe the mainstream 
media has that view. I think it is 
open to the idea that gay people 
don’t have the right to exist.” 

Robert Dodge, president of the 
Washington chapter of NLGJA, 
looked at coverage of the 
Matthew Shepard murder and 
concluded, “No longer does the 
national naedia see the loss of a 
gay life as inconsequential.” But 
“that doesn’t happen in a vacu¬ 
um.” He said that NLGJA “makes 
a difference” in changing the at¬ 
mosphere of homophobia in the 
newsroom. ▼

‘A Tribute to Al Adamson 
and Regina Carrol’ 


S leazy movies of the ’60s and 70s are having the same kind of cul¬ 
tural resurgence as lounge music. The same hipsters who have 
helped return Martin Denny, the Rat Pack, and the swinging 
bachelor pad to the public consciousness are demanding their schlock — 
and getting it, thanks to canny programs like Schlock-o-Rama, the Al 
Adamson retrospective at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts (Saturday 
evenings, November 7-21). 

Adamson has always been ranked in the lower tier of cinematic trash, 
even by the low standards of the genre. The late filmmaker has had little no¬ 
tice until now outside the bastions of the fan-boy zines, which revel in the 
mindless acting styles, brainless babes, drug-addled bikers, and ultra-cheesy 
monsters that make up Le Cinema Adamson. 

That will all change with this series, which opens November 7 with 
Satan’s Sadists. This twisted 1970 biker drama showcases the Adamson 
stock company of the time, most notably a clearly chemically altered Russ

Todd Haynes’ 
glam rock-inspired 
‘Velvet Goldmine’ 

T odd Haynes is fast becoming one of the most prob¬ 
lematic filmmakers to emerge from the ranks of in¬ 
dependent cinema. His early Karen Carpenter 
biopic, Superstar, which irreverently assessed the life 
of a beloved but troubled pop icon, indicated the arrival of a 
unique new talent. But Poison, his follow-up, was more flash than 
substance, its three interwoven stories, each a meditation on 
AIDS, falling into inscrutability. His next film, Safe, remains a 
breathtakingly original work, an anti-“niche” film about a bour¬ 
geois woman eclipsed by a neurosis so debilitating that her sur¬ 
vival depends on nothing less than total retreat from civilization. 
But even Safe has its problems: the films first half makes all the 
right moves, but the balance of the picture devolves into weak 
satire and preachiness, leaving viewers wondering if the director 
hadn’t made two seemingly unrelated films in one. 

Haynes’ latest effort, Velvet Goldmine, is also likely to inspire 
head-scratching befuddlement. The film is a glitzy period piece 
about giam rock, that short-lived phenomenon of the early ’70s 
popularized by rockers David Bowie, Iggy Pop, Bryan Terry, Brian 
Eno, and Marc Bolan, among others. Though it continues the de¬ 
plorable trend of ’70s nostalgia movies, Velvet Goldmine bucks the 
trend by focusing on a brief episode of the decade that Haynes 
would like us to believe has been ignored or forgotten by pop com¬ 
mentators. Unfortunately, the film is a more worthy demonstration 
of the pitfalls of period filmmaking than it is summary of an era. 

Velvet Goldmine concerns the life and times of Brian Slade, a fic 1 
tional glam rock superstar who vanished in 1974 at the height of his 
fame. Using a framing device none-too-subtly borrowed from Cit¬ 
izen Kane, Haynes tells Slade’s story through the eyes of people who 
knew him at the peak of his career and who relate details of his life 
ten years later to a reporter who has been assigned to write one of 
those “whatever happened to” pieces about the singer. 

Two characters do most of the reminiscing, Slade’s ex-wife 
Mandy (Toni Collette) and an Iggy Pop-like rocker named Curt 
Wild (Ewan McGregor), who was Slade’s lover until Curt got too

The ugly side of technology is 
artist Julia Scher’s playground, 
especially the apparati and culture 
of surveillance technology, which 
are employed to fascinating effect 
in Predictive Engineering 2 , her 
multichannel video and audio in¬ 
stallation now showing at the San 
Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art, through January 12. 

“I love institutions,” Scher said 
at her press conference,* while 
conceding that she once wanted 
to blow them up. “This piece is a 
poem about control.” 

That poem takes the form of a 
gallery filled with video monitors 
playing real-time and staged se¬ 
quences from cameras positioned 
all around (and on the roof of) 
the museum. Watch assorted cu¬ 
rators, past and present museum 
directors, and other staff mem¬ 
bers stalk around galleries, offices, 
even the odd rest room. Disem¬ 
bodied computer voices, alerted 
to your presence by laser technol¬ 
ogy, announce things like, “Atten¬ 
tion, attention — you are in the 
system,” “Activate bodyrasps 
now!” and “Do not leave until the 
cameras have absorbed you!” 
There’s a lot of humor in this 
work (and a lot of nekkid bodies 
running around the museum in 
the video clips — that’s how we 
know it’s avant-garde), but Scher’s 
basic investigation is still down¬ 
right frightening.

The stage adaptation by Romney 
Brent can be hokey, but it’s gener¬ 
ally better than many of the other 
mindless musical librettos of its 
era. No Porter classics emerged 
from the lyrically playful score, 
which mixes plot-integrated 
songs with completely capricious 
novelty songs for characters who 
come and go nearly as fast as their 
songs. 

Knowing spirit 

Director Greg MacKellan finds 
the right tones to sustain the ma¬ 
terial in the staged-concert pro¬ 
duction, and he is abetted by an 
able cast that enlivens the charac¬ 
ters with a knowing spirit. Caro¬ 


line Altman is particularly de¬ 
lightful as the searching, searching 
Evangeline, the role created by 
Gertrude Lawrence, and she com¬ 
bines a Julie Andrews-type of 
sweetness with shrewd comic 
skills. All else in the cast play mul¬ 
tiple roles, and among those mak¬ 
ing multiple strong impressions 
are Steven Patterson, Anandah 
Carter, Steve Rhyne, Amy Cole, 
Sara Clark, Corey Schaffer, and 
Milissa Carey. 

Berle Davis’ choreography 
adds flavor by not trying too hard, 
and music director Brandon 
Adams helps keep the production 
on a sharp musical track. 

The mission of 42nd Street 
Moon is to uncover intriguing

an Francisco doesn’t always 
live up to the progressive 
image it presents (or that 
the media perpetuates for its own 
dubious reasons) to the rest of the 
country. Half the city is being ap¬ 
propriated by yuppie trash, the 
local media is strictly backwater, 
the streets are overrun by the 
same angry soccer moms in lum¬ 
bering SUVs you’d see in subur¬ 
ban Dallas, homelessness is per¬ 
vasive and ignored. There is one 
area, though, where The City does 
stand out from an increasingly 
homogenous culture: indepen¬ 
dent filmmaking. 

The Film Arts Festival, now in 
its 14th year, is a good index of the 
richness of cinematic talent oper¬ 
ating in the Bay Area. In some 
ways we’ve gotten spoiled, per¬ 
haps, by the multiplicity of voices 
we hear from the slew of local film 
fests, but this one is special in 
drawing exclusively on local film¬ 
makers. For queer viewers, partic¬ 
ularly culture-consuming dykes, 
this year’s show has a number of 
solid entries. 

Reversing the usual trend, 
there’s very little gay male content 
this year, just a couple of shorts, 
but loads of lesbian works that

mine an increasingly diverse dyke 
scene. For the first time, the Film 
Arts folks have programmed a 
whole evening of shorts and near¬ 
feature-length docs, called Lez Be¬ 
ings. 

Some of these works are being 
premiered; others are familiar. 
Sleep Come Free Me (1998) won 
the audience award for best short 
in last year’s SF lesbian/gay fest — 
and deservedly. In a speedy 19 
minutes, Schmidt refashions the 
workplace as a weird and wonder¬ 
ful space for lesbian mindgames 
and lurid sex fantasies that skirt 
the scatological. 

Another traditionally male 
space reclaimed in this year’s pro¬ 
gram is amateur boxing. Laura 
Plotnick’s hour-long Red Rain 
(1998) focuses on Gina “Boom 
Boom” Gidi, a sunny, butch 
blonde who’s the women’s welter¬ 
weight champion of the world. 
Gina gets it from all sides — Ms. 
magazine refuses to cover her 
story because “there’s nothing 
feminist about two women hitting 
each other,” while she’s reviled as a 
dyke in some quarters. But this 
loving tribute shows just how the 
discipline of the sport united her 
family, pulled her out of drugs 
and booze addictions, and won 
her the support of most of both 
the gay and boxing communities. 
As distasteful as boxing is as a 
rather wretched tableau of mostly 
poor people pummeling each 
other for public consumption, the 
charismatic Gina sails through it 
all with spirit and style and a 
sense of humor. “The gay com¬ 
munity’s going to love this,” she 
says, uncharacteristically picking 
up a needle and thread, “seeing 
me sew.” 

Sweet alienation 

Some of the other shorts mine 
less gritty realms of lesbian life. 
Local curator and PopcornQ 
maven Jenni Olson weighs in with 
Blue Diary (1997), a slight but ef¬ 
fective six-minute exegesis of a 
failed romance between a straight 
girl and a dyke. Lingering shots of 
brightly colored but anonymous 
streets and cars whizzing by give

an almost sweet sense of alien¬ 
ation to the story, told by an off¬ 
screen narrator. Lauren Himmel’s 
The Tragedy of Samantha Biggie 
and the Twins (1998) is more am¬ 
bitious at around a half-hour. 
This time it’s boarding-school 
baby dykes, or potential ones at 
any rate, in a typical triangle. 
While many of the works in this 
year’s fest are experimental in 
mode, this one shows that classi¬ 
cal narrative still has its attrac¬ 
tions, and the whole thing is a 
convincing argument for teenage 
lesbianism as a tonic for the tor¬ 
por of the middle-class hetero 
family. Natalija Vekic’s enchanti¬ 
ng six-minute fairy tale The Sa¬ 
cred Heart (1998) returns us to ex¬ 
perimental territory. This master¬ 
ful exercise in chiaroscuro skew¬ 
ers the Sleeping Beauty fairy tale 
with its black-and-white images

of a beautiful Ophelia-like 
woman awakened not by the 
prince, but by the princess. Other 
works worth checking out include 
Donna Carter’s brief, charming 
self-portrait, Tomboy (1997), and 
Rebekah Sitty’s well-acted drama 
And Then the Dog Came Over 
(1998). 

A highlight of the festival from 
any perspective is Soshana Rosen- 
feld’s Scent uVa Butch (1998), a 
wonderful half-hour visit with a 
startling array of butch dykes. 
While gay men pioneered gender- 
fuck, it looks like lesbians have 
pulled ahead in the gender redef¬ 
inition sweepstakes. Here we meet 
dykes of all stripes: a Clark Kent 
nerd wannabe, a Latina “gentle¬ 
man butch,” a tough mechanic, 
hutches in evening gowns (which 
they call “drag”), a leather dyke 
who moons over the femmes, and 
in a heady mix, one who laugh¬ 
ingly calls herself “a kind of nelly 
faggot butch!” These women are 
pushing hard at every boundary, 
refusing to accept definitions of 
who they are not only from 
straight society but from other 
gay people. Even the flesh must 
bend to the will of these playful 
pioneers. As one says, “I feel like 
my body either has curves or it 
doesn’t according to what I feel 
like that day.” ▼

Good Vibrations''Beyond Boogie Nights' 


The golden age 
of promiscuity

esides its obvious value as 
. one-fisted viewing, pornog- 

: : raphy is one of the better 
cultural indices of body norms at 
any give time. Fans of present-day 
porn appreciate the clean, buff, al¬ 
most plastically smooth bodies of 
the stars, that look of vibrant 
health that seems to be a subtle re¬ 
pudiation of the ravages of AIDS. 
But during the pre-disease heyday 
of the 70s, body types were much 
more varied, and there was a sense 
of transgressive fun in the image 
of what looked like average Joes 
and Janes fucking and sucking 
their brains out without a hint 
that they’d been to the gym. 

Good Vibrations’ Beyond Boo¬ 
gie Nights, curated by Dr. Carol 
Queen (tonight, Nov. 5, at the 
Castro), is a welcome reminder of 
this egalitarian era, with a series of 
clips from some of the 
best-known films of the time. 
These are mostly from the 
so-called Golden Era of the ’70s, 
and they will be followed by a 
panel discussion with porn lumi¬ 
naries like Richard Pacheco, the 
suspiciously named Candida Roy- 
alle, and the ubiquitous Annie 
Sprinkle. The clips are mainly 
straight, with some nice lesbian, 
gay, and bi scenes thrown in for 
, good measure. 

Seventies porn was a time of 
directors as well as stars. Chief 
among them was Radley Metzger, 
here represented by scenes from 
four of his films. The infamous 
Opening of Misty Beethoven 
(1976) posits a future of unbri¬ 
dled fucks, where an airline stew¬ 
ardess takes your order: “That’s 
two blowjobs and a brandy?” Less 
ambitious but more sexy is the se¬ 
quence from Naked Came the 
Stranger (1975), where a beautiful 
woman mindlessly masturbates 
on a staircase. Metzger’s Barbara 
Broadcast (1977) features porn 
star Wade Nichols, a bisexual 
hunk who acted for a while on a 
TV soap opera and was also seen 


in a few gay porn flicks like Boy- 
napped. The last of the Metzgers 
is Maraschino Cherry (1978), a les¬ 
bian fetish epic that makes good 
use of a dildo and a hotplate. 

Holmes again 

The sight of John Holmes, one 
of the homeliest stars of porn, 
may send some viewers scurrying 
back to the buff boys of Kristin 
Bjorn. The donkey-dicked won¬ 
der, all veins and rubbery flesh, is 
seen here in a clip from The King 
getting blown by Linda Wong. 
More fetching in the male flesh 
department are the men of Joe 
Gage’s El Paso Wrecking Corp. 
(1975). The scene quoted in this 
show has a utopian sexual under¬ 
current as a “straight” man gets it 
on with a hungry gay guy for the 
amusement of his masturbating 
girlfriend. Celebrity flesh hounds 
will appreciate the clip of the 
now-unappetizing Sylvester Stal¬ 
lone in a clip from The Italian 
Stallion (1970). 

Religion used to be more of a 
background staple of porn than it 
is now, as seen in clips from 
Naughty Victorians (1975) and 
Autobiography of a Flea (1976). 
Maybe there’s just no more fun to 
be squeezed out of mingling the 
two, but the latter scene is almost 
charming in its implication that 
the absolution of a fallen woman 
can be attained by the priest going 
down on her. 

There are a few glaring ab¬ 
sences in this show, including 
Deep Throat, that may be dis¬ 
cussed at the show. And some of 
the scenes here are more tease 
than titillation. Due to time limi¬ 
tations, it’s inevitable that some 
sequences end before the sex be¬ 
gins, as in the clip from the classic 
Devil in Miss Jones (1972). How¬ 
ever, fans of that film’s star, 
Georgina Spelvin, will be com¬ 
pensated with a solid scene from 
3 A.M. (1975), another Spelvin 
epic that casts her as a dyke, slip¬ 
ping and sliding and screwing 
with a pal all over a shower. This 
sequence has all the virtues of the 
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Candida Royalle 


period — shot on film rather than 
video, it has a grit and grain that 
give it an automatic sexual edge. 
And the image of unabashed fe¬ 
male bodies covered in water and 
wriggling wildly in every direc¬ 
tion hints at the kind of giddy sex¬ 
ual submersion the period 
promised but never, unfortunate¬ 
ly, was able to deliver on. T

close. The reporter assigned to the 
story, Arthur Stuart (Christian 
Bale), has mixed feelings about 
the assignment: when Slade went 
missing in ’74, he was one of the 
singer’s biggest fans, but he could¬ 
n’t understand at the time why he 
was so drawn to Slade. Working 
on the story as an adult forces him 
to confront what he couldn’t as a 
teenager, and he’s a better man for 
it. 

Renegade reimagining 

But Velvet Goldmine has more 
than facile psychology up its long 
and bulky sleeve. The film is also a 
renegade reimagining of pop his¬ 
tory. When Slade begins a sexual 
relationship with the carnal Curt 
Wild, the camera lingers on their 
kisses, revealing the sort of affec¬ 
tion between men that was rarely 
shown or discussed at the time 
but was precisely the sort of dan¬ 
gerous love that characterized 
glam rock’s transgressive spirit. 
For young viewers, these scenes 
will seem unremarkable, but 
those of us who remember the era 
are likely to greet these images 
with a mixture of joy and anger: 
joy because Haynes is shedding 
light on queer aspects of glam 
rock that homophobic commen¬ 
tators, pop historians, and jour¬ 
nalists avoided acknowledging at 
the time; and anger because some 
of the parties responsible for 
de-queering glam were the artists 
themselves, many of whom went 
back in the closet after AIDS took 
the chic out of sexual experimen¬ 
tation. (It’s perhaps an interesting 
historical note that David Bowie, 
on whose life this film is rumored 


to be loosely based, and who 
would not authorize the use of his 
music for this film, has remained 
tight-lipped over the.years about 
his activities as ambisexual per¬ 
sona Ziggy Stardust.) 

Part melodrama, part mystery, 
part queer treatise, Velvet Gold¬ 
mine is many things, but, alas, it is 
also a failure, mostly because 
none of it feels real where it ought 
to. While Haynes has left no stone 
unturned in his effort to recreate 
the ’70s in all its awful ostenta¬ 
tion, he’s forgotten to populate his 


epic with anything even closely 
resembling human beings. There 
are exquisite crane shots, nervy 
editing, creative lighting and pho¬ 
tography, fabulous costumes, and 
a soundtrack that boasts premi¬ 
um tracks from Roxy Music and 
early Brian Eno. And, too, there 
are crazy fashions, spectacular 
concerts, and orgiastic crowd 
shots that give one the giddy feel¬ 
ing of being at a rock concert, but 
all of this window-dressing is lost 
on characters who haven’t been 
realized with anything like the 
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grandeur and depth of the pro¬ 
duction design. Indeed, watching 
Velvet Goldmine is a bit like look¬ 
ing at pictures for a storybook not 
yet written. We see many fine 
things, but nothing in the script 
enables our belief in what is tak¬ 
ing place on the screen, and as the 
film moves from one big fabulous 
picture to another, a viewer is 
beset by exhaustion, not enlight¬ 
enment. 

Empty platforms 

The casting contributes to the 
film’s dehumanized atmosphere. 
Jonathan Rhys Meyers as Brian 
Slade looks great in his flashy 
velour suits and platform shoes, 
but he can’t invest his role with 
any kind of meaning. The actor is 
forever turning his glazed visage 
toward the camera, as if poised to 
convey something lofty, but nary 
a complete thought emerges from 
his shapely mouth, making it hard 
to believe that he could be host to 
either a superstar musical talent 
or a personality capable of inspir¬ 
ing love in Mandy, Curt Wild, or 
anyone else. 

The supporting cast is hardly 


more illuminating. Ex-wife 
Mandy is as one-dimensional at 
film’s end as she is at the begin¬ 
ning, making her supposed grief 
over losing Slade as implausible as 
it is invisible. Ewan McGregor’s 
Curt Wild has some good mo¬ 
ments, especially when he’s on¬ 
stage waving his genitals at the au¬ 
dience. But we never learn much 
about him, why he chose his 
lifestyle, why he falls for Slade, or 
vice versa. Christian Bale’s re¬ 
porter is the most human of the 
bunch, but even he is burdened 
with enough cumbrous lines to be 
mistaken for a piece of attractive 
driftwood. 

Todd Haynes expects a lot out 
of Velvet Goldmine, that the film 
will be taken seriously as history, 
entertainment, and, no doubt, as 
art. But it’s hard to imagine what 
will draw people to this film, lack¬ 
ing as it is in interesting characters 
who might provide such qualities 
as intelligence, humor, irony — in 
short, humanity. T

Schlock-o-Rama

Tamblyn. This rip-off of Cor- 
man’s Wild Angels has Tamblyn as 
a babbling sadist and intellectual 
who directs his goons to torture 
and kill a string of “normal” citi¬ 
zens, including old Hollywood 
actor Scott Brady. Adamson’s real- 
life wife and frequent star Regina 
Carrol is a masochistic moll who 
slobbers over the indifferent Tam¬ 
blyn. Fans of musical entropy will 
want to pay special attention to 
the droning “score” by Harley 
Hatcher and the Nighthawks. Also 
on this bill is a 20-minute exegesis 
of the life of the auteur called Al 
Adamson: Drive-in-Monster. 

The second bill happens on 
November 14, and it’s one of his 
most watchable. The Female 
Bunch was shot in 1969 on what 
the press notes call “the home of 
the Manson family,” which we as¬ 
sume means the infamous Spahn 
ranch. The story is typical of the 
times — a group of women (who 
all look like grindhouse whores) 
express their hatred of men by 
starting a desert commune and 
spending their time applying 
make-up, riding horses, scream¬ 
ing at each other, getting drunk, 
tormenting stray males, and of 
course dealing heroin to support 
their free-wheeling desert lifestyle. 
Poor Lon Chaney, Jr. plays a 
drunken old slob mooning over 
the ringleader, and Russ Tamblyn 
appears (again altered) just in 
time for one of the gals to brand 


his forehead. Adamson’s peculiar 
brand of paranoid feminism 
brings loads of no doubt uninten¬ 
tional laughs. The original second 
film on this bill, Girls for Rent, was 
replaced at the last minute by the 
allegedly better but unseen-by-me 
Angel’s Wild Women (1972). 

Truth or dare? 

I haven’t said much about the 
verisimilitude of these films; it 
just seemed too easy to laugh off 
Adamson’s endearingly awful at¬ 
tempts to make his Films believ¬ 
able. But the third bill on the se¬ 
ries, on November 21, makes this 
discussion imperative. In Dracula 
vs. Frankenstein (197 1) and Hor¬ 
ror of. the Blood Monsters (1970), 
we see Adamson practically dar¬ 
ing us to believe anything we see! 

Dracula vs. Frankenstein has 
the look of one of those live “hor¬ 
ror” stage shows that hit the urban 
grindhouses in the 1950s. Dracu- 
la’s a long-faced guy with Hal¬ 
loween fangs and smeary lipstick. 
Frankenstein has a $2 mask that 
looks like a collapsed souffle. The 
good doctor and the goony ser¬ 
vant (played respectively by veter¬ 
ans J. Carroll Naish and Lon 
Chaney, Jr., in their last roles) 
stare fixedly as they read their di¬ 
alogue cards. In the background 
of this historic meeting of mon¬ 
sters are drug-swilling hippies, vi¬ 
cious bikers, go-go girls, and Regi¬ 
na Carrol with her mounds of My 
Pretty Pony hair and troweled-on 
make-up.

'JudY retrospective box set

y ere she alive, Judy Gar¬ 
land would have been 76 
If years old this year. It’s 
been 60 years since she starred in 
The Wizard of Oz, and 30 years 
since her death. While Garland’s 
incredible talent keeps her alive 
and present for her many fans, a 
new generation of Judy-lovers is 
being courted with the release 
from 32 Records of Judy, a new 
box set of music, video, and words 
in her honor. 

The first thing you’ll want to 
know is what’s in this overview of 
the star’s career. The set includes 
a splendidly illustrated and not 
infrequently informative 100- 
page book of essays, photographs, 
and detailed notes on the record¬ 
ings. The 4 CDs of recordings 
contain the following: CD 1 cov¬ 
ers Judy’s emergence from child¬ 
hood to adult stardom with 
recordings from her MGM films 
and the simultaneously made 
Decca discs. CD 2 documents 
Judy’s post-Hollywood years as a 
concert star and hit-maker for 
Capitol Records. And discs 3 and 
4 are devoted to Judy’s last major 
creative effort, her CBS television 
show of 1963. Of these 30 songs, 
half are making their digital 
debut, and half are songs she 
never otherwise recorded. Finally, 
there is a 30-minute video of clips 
from the show itself, adding Judy’s 
visual impact as the set’s final 


stamp. 

The set gets off to a smashing 
start with four recordings of Judy 
solo and in harmony with her sis¬ 
ters, in the only known documen¬ 
tation of her vaudeville years. 
These are the earliest known 
recordings of Judy, and come 
from the soundtracks of the very 
first two film shorts she made, in 
1929. They were recorded “live,” 
and have been as skillfully re-mas¬ 
tered as possible. On them, at the 
age of seven, Judy is off-key, tinny, 
and hard-edged, not sounding at 
all like the Judy we know, except 
that she’s loud. The big revelation 
comes a minute later, when the 
12-year-old girl who launches 
lustily into “Zing! Went the 
Strings of My Heart” is the full¬ 
blown Judy we know. The con¬ 
trast between the cuts is breath¬ 
taking; it made me drop my jaw, 
and listen to the subsequent three 
hours of recordings in total Judy- 
awe. This lead-in alone may be 
worth the entire price of the set. 

At a full price of $79.95, that 
cost may be a bit steep. The ma¬ 
jority of these recordings have 
been previously available, after all, 
and although Judy is garnished 
with some obscure and delicious 
items, a mid-line price would 
have made the set more ap¬ 
proachable. Still, on its own 
terms, the set unquestionably ac¬ 
complishes its maker’s aims. 

The vision thing 

Producer Joel Dorn, who “dis¬ 


covered” Bette Midler and Rober¬ 
ta Flack and produced their first 
albums, along with those of a zil¬ 
lion other stars, told me about his 
vision for the set in a telephone 
interview last week. 

“We bought the Judy Garland 
television shows from a broker 
who bought them from Sid Luft, 
her ex-husband,” Dorn said. Two 
side-notes here are that while the 
broker paid $90,000, Dorn paid 
three million for the shows, mak¬ 
ing the perpetually cash-strapped 
Luft so furious that a New York 
Supreme Court judge had to for¬ 
bid him from continuing to rep¬ 
resent himself as their owner; and 
yes, Dorn’s company plans to 
market them soon. “When the 
shows came our way,” he contin¬ 
ued, “we decided to buy, because 
we’re not talking about a bench- 
warmer here, it’s Judy Garland. 

“And I had noticed that there 
wasn’t an overview of her entire 
career. So I thought we could pre¬ 
sent the music from her TV show 
as an anchor for the project, and 
then go back and show Judy from 
the beginning, and, like, watch the 
flower open.” 

When I criticized the short 
timings of the set’s CDs, which 
each top out at not much over 
half of what a CD can hold, Dorn 
defended the set’s exclusivity. 

“We weren’t trying to do 
something mammoth for the sake 
of completion,” he explained. 
“That wasn’t the story we were 
trying to tell. I wanted to have, in

one place, examples of it all.” 

So with what appears to be 
stingy precision but is actually a 
tonic from gluttony, the set ac¬ 
complishes its aim of depicting in 
one collection Judy at each stage 
of her career. The exacting selec¬ 
tion includes only eight songs 
from five MGM movies, only one 
song from A Star is Born, one cut 
apiece from each of the five Capi¬ 
tol albums, and, amazingly, only 
two cuts from one of the most fa¬ 
mous and fabulous records of all 
time, the Carnegie Hall concert of 
1961. Balancing these are the rar¬ 


ities — those amazing (and brief) 
vaudevillian early film tracks, a 
half-dozen radio appearances, 
and one London television ap¬ 
pearance, just about Judy’s last 
live performance of “Over the 
Rainbow,” and the television 
soundtracks. And though it’s true 
that, at 30 minutes, the accompa¬ 
nying video is an hors d’oeuvre, 
remember that the full meal is 
promised. Those wanting a grasp 
of the complete Judy Garland saga 
will find it in this set, told only in 
the best recordings, succinctly yet 
knowledgeably chosen. ▼

Coming Up Roses: The Broadway 
Musical in the 1950s by Ethan 
Mordden; Oxford University 
Press, $30 

: : :: nee upon a time, there was 
no rock ’n’ roll. All America 
(all white America, at least) 
sang the same songs, and most of 
these came out of New York. Rock 
was a novelty, jazz a minority 
taste, and country music lower- 
class. The original cast album of 
My Fair Lady outsold all other 
records, and Leonard Bernstein 
could declare onnational TV that 
Americans discussed Broadway 
shows “with a passion otherwise 
reserved for elections and the 
Dodgers.” Artistic triumph lay just 
around the corner. “All we need is 
for our Mozart to come along.” 

This delirium of hope and am¬ 
bition was founded on reasonable 
expectations, for the musical was 
mutating in ways clearly superior 
to older forms. As Ethan Mord¬ 
den notes in his history, Coming 
Up Roses: The Broadway Musical 
in the 1950s, Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein had already inspired a 
revolution by reversing the pri¬ 
macy of music and book. Previ¬ 
ously, the story had been an ex¬ 
cuse to present songs. Now, the 
music grew out of the story in a 
kind of inspired italics, an over¬ 
flow when words didn’t seem 
enough. A new form of theater 
had been invented, and the term 
“musical play” was coined. 

Like any other era, the fifties 
were happy to settle for light¬ 
hearted musical comedies (The 
Pajama Game, Damn Yankees) 
which merelysought to entertain. 
But the R&H model was there, a 
new toy to play with, and a shin¬ 
ing promise of musical legitima¬ 
cy. “Musical comedy wanted to 
behave like the musical play,” 
Mordden explains, “because there 
lay the drama, the depth, the al¬ 
most spooky new power that the 
musical had discovered in itself. 
No wonder the overtures were like 
symphonies of triumph: the mu¬ 
sical had gone to bed as pop and

awakened as art.” 

This new sense of music in¬ 
tegrity was reinforced by the ar¬ 
rival of the original cast album — 
first on 78s, then decisively with 
the long-playing record. Audi¬ 
ences across the country were no 
longer hearing songs piecemeal 
but as elements in a total score. 
Inevitably, the LP deepened 
Broadway’s sense of history and 
tradition. Revivalists could listen 
to earlier stagings. Aficionados 
could compare Ethel Merman’s 
performance of Rose with those 
of Angela Lansbury or Tyne Daly. 

Creative mayhem 

Given the sheer quantity of 
musicals produced during this 
decade (15 in the ’49-’50 season 
alone), most writers would have 
trouble separating the forest from 
trees. In Coming Up Roses, Mord¬ 
den analyzes more than sixty pro¬ 
ductions, some in a page, others at 
chapter length. With effortless 
erudition, he offers anecdotes, 


harmonic analyses, and tales of 
creative mayhem. (His tales of 
Ethel Merman alone are worth 
the price of the book.) Yet the 
stress is less on backstage nitty- 
gritty — who threw tantrums and 
what got cut — than on how mu¬ 
sicals fit and advanced a form. 

Mordden spends lots of atten¬ 
tion on star vehicles, which were 
big in the fifties and could cut ei¬ 
ther way. Can we imagine Call Me 
Madam without Ethel Merman? 
Yet The Sound of Music endured 
countless productions without 
Mary Martin. Choreography was 
on the rise, and he plots its 
progress from Guys and Dolls to 
Redhead. He recognizes the slow 
death of operetta (Kismet was its 
last gasp) and the extinction of 
the revue. (Arguably it was killed 
off by TV. The television variety 
hour was nothing but revues.) 

He doesn’t shrink from con¬ 
troversy. Candide, he claims, was 
best served by its original incar¬ 
nation. Subsequent revisions have

n the October 1998 issue of 

Out, regular contributor 
i Michael Musto wrote what can 
best be described as “Confessions 
of a Broadway Queen.” As he put 
it, “Broadway lust is so in my 
blood that my very corpuscles 
dance down stairways...I have 
more Playbills than books.” This 
column is for Musto, and anyone 
else who finds themselves with a 
similar condition. 

First we have the 1998 cast 
recording of The Wizard of Oz 
(TVT) with Eartha Kitt (as Almi¬ 
ra Gulch/Wicked Witch of the 
West) and Mickey Rooney (as 
Professor Marvel/The Wizard of 
Oz). The current stage version of 
The Wizard of Oz more closely re¬ 
sembles the MGM movie musical 
version than the original stage 
production of the play from 1902. 
All the songs you know and love 
from the movie you know and 
love are here, including snippets 
of dialogue that will also ring 
(Ding Dong) a bell. Does anyone 
else find it ironic that the young 
woman who plays Dorothy Gale 
from Kansas (Jessica Grove) has 
the same initials as Judy Garland? 
Let’s hope her fate is somewhat 
different from the tragic one of 
Ms. Garland. 

The two-disc Ultimate Broad¬ 
way (Arista) set covers more than 
fifty years of, well, ultimate Broad¬ 
way, beginning with Oklahoma! 
(1943) and ending with Rent 
(1996). For the most part, this is 
an impressive collection. I just 
wondered why some of the songs 
here are in versions other than the 
ones from the cast recordings. Not 
that there’s really anything wrong 
with Judy Collins’ cover of “Send 


In The Clowns” (from A Little 
Night Music), Liza Minnelli’s 
movie soundtrack version of 
“Cabaret,” or Aretha Franklin’s 
take on “I Dreamed A Dream” 
(from Les Miserables), to name a 
few. It’s just that an album that 
claims to be the “ultimate” should 
at least try to live up to its name. 

Taking the “original cast 
recording” experience to the next 
level, the folks at Columbia 
Records have been busy improv¬ 
ing on previously released (on 
compact disc) original cast 
recordings by adding bonus cuts, 
thereby expanding the originals, 
sometimes by as many as eleven 
tracks. 

Sometimes it’s just a basic case 
of vault-raiding, as with West Side 
Story, The Sound of Music and On 
The Town (Columbia/Sony Clas¬ 
sical/Legacy), where the bonus 
tracks are derived from material 
that was already available to the 
public. For example, the bonus 
tracks on West Side Story and On 
The Town were taken from sym¬ 
phonic releases by Leonard Bern¬ 
stein, and amount to instrumen¬ 
tal “dance” versions of songs from 
both shows. 

I like to think that the “bonus 
track” experience should feel like 
one. On Annie (Columbia/Sony 
Classical/Legacy), the eleven 
bonus tracks are from a recording 
made of “Martin Charnin and 
Charles Strouse with their first 
draft of Annie for backer’s audi¬ 
tions, circa 1972.” It’s a fascinating 
and educational listening experi¬ 
ence, including songs that never 
made it into the show. 

Speaking of bonuses, here’s a 
trivia bonus. Martin Charnin, 
who wrote the lyrics for Annie, 
played Big Deal in West Side Story 
on Broadway. T 


only watered it down. Paradoxi¬ 
cally, he contends that a major 
source of My Fair Lady’s appeal 
lay in its “weirdness.” He also sug¬ 
gests that West Side Story and 
Gypsy present special cases, pre¬ 


saging trends which would not 
flower for another ten years. 

No decade is self-contained, 
and much of this book’s reso¬ 
nance comes from eras which are 
scarcely mentioned: Kern in the 
thirties, Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein in the forties, and Stephen 
Sondheim in the decades to come. 
Coming Up Roses is superb on its 
own terms, but it’s frustrating not 
to have companion volumes so we 
can survey the larger picture. 
Mordden, who has written nearly 
two dozen books on musical the¬ 
ater, has already published a book 
on the twenties (Make Believe ), 
and we can only assume that he is 
at work producing studies of 
other eras. 

For, as he hints in his final 
chapter, Broadway in the fifties 
was dancing towards disaster. In 
the space of a single decade, rock 
and its siblings would demote the 
Great White Way to a specialty, 
faintly retro taste. Ten years after 
My Fair Lady the best-selling 
album was Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely 
Hearts Club Band, and if a Mozart 
had arrived (at least of the kind 
envisioned by Bernstein), the gen¬ 
eral public would no longer have 
cared. “The music was changing, 
to a form that Broadway could 
not use. Could not sing, could not 
dance to.” A new kind of musical 
theater would have to be invent¬ 
ed. ▼

Interview with author Michael Lowenthal

II n Michael Lowenthal’s first 
I! novel The Same Embrace, 
is Jacob, a twenty-four year old 
Jewish gay man, is being bound 
up in leather by his identical twin 
brother Jonathan. Emotionally es¬ 
tranged since an incestuous 
rooftop encounter at age twelve, 
Jacob and Jonathan have sepa¬ 
rately pursued the twin obses¬ 
sions of our era, uninhibited sex 
and its dark twin, orthodox reli¬ 
gion. Jacob has been dispatched 
by his non-observant parents to 
rescue Jonathan from what they 
consider the orthodox Jewish 
equivalent of a Moonie cult. Once 
in Jerusalem, though, shadowed 
by the Western Wall, Jacob redis¬ 
covers physical and spiritual ties 
to his twin that are stronger and 
yet more painful than any other 
relationship in his life. Jacob con¬ 
templates a social sexual union 
with his brother that Jonathan 
can only reciprocate through the 
orthodox ceremony of laying 
tefillin. As Jonathan wraps Jacob 
in the leather straps that every ob¬ 
servant Jewish man is supposed to 
don daily, Jacob flashes back on 
his most significant male bond¬ 
ings, in search of some ultimate 
clue to the ties that bind him to 
men. 

“Jacob enjoyed his brother’s 
firm but gentle touch, the easy 
pressure of his fingers. It made 
hint think of Yoni, the flight at¬ 
tendant, the soft brush of his hand 
on Jacob’s thigh. He thought also 
of handling Marty near the end, 
rubbing moisturizer onto his 
friend’s emaciated ribs. These 
were all the same caress, he 
thought, the same vulnerable lay¬ 
ing of one man’s fingers on an¬ 
other. Surely Jonathan could un¬ 
derstand that. Surely he under¬ 
stood that his embrace now, tan¬ 
gled in leather, added to a single, 
larger embrace.” 

The Same Embrace is the debut 
novel of a writer who has for the 
better part of this decade sat 
astride another literary throne, 
that of the late gay porn guru 
John Preston. In 1994, Michael 
Lowenthal assumed editorship of 
Preston’s Flesh and the Word se¬ 
ries, gay erotic confessionals by 
smart writers who could simulta¬ 
neously keep dicks hard with- 
minds still engaged. Lowenthal’s 
first novel has kept faith with the 
spirit of Flesh and the Word while 
at the same time creating a heart¬ 
felt portrait of the sometime par¬ 
allel worlds of gay liberation and 
Jewish orthodoxy. In Jacob 
Rosenbaum, Lowenthal has creat¬ 
ed a complicated creature who 
yearns to be more gay, more Jew¬ 
ish, more alive than he feels him¬ 
self to be in this post-modern, 
post-AIDS, post-Holocaust, 
post-everything time in which 
hardly anybody feels what they 
think they ought to feel — that is, 
if they feel anything at all. 

Sex in the womb 

Lowenthal creates a complicat¬ 
ed structure of dualities through¬ 
out the novel, beginning with the 
twin brothers, born sixteen min¬ 
utes apart. In a recent interview, 
the writer explains that he became 
fascinated by the research he did 
for the book indicating that many 
identical twins all but had sex in 
the womb and are forever haunt¬ 
ed by a sense of incompleteness 
whenever their birthmate is ab¬ 


sent. At one point in the novel, 
Jonathan confesses to Jacob how 
shattered he felt when he realized 
that they didn’t possess identical 
fingerprints. Later on the rooftop 
of their grandparents’ Cape Cod 
summer home, Jacob has a mo¬ 
ment of anxiety when he sees that 
their dicks are also not exactly the 
same. 

“Jacob pushed his dick down 
so it poked straight at Jonathan. 
Jonathan did the same. Their 
dicks were parallel, an equals sign 
of flesh. 

‘They’re the same length,’ 
Jacob said.' 

‘Yeah, but yours is curved.’ 
Jonathan pointed with his chin. 

Jacob had worried Jonathan 
would notice this. The deformity 
got worse every time he checked. 
‘It’s not that much,’ he said. 

Jonathan giggled, ‘I bet it’s 
from playing with yourself too 
much.’” 

Lowenthal is particularly effec¬ 
tive at demonstrating parallel ex¬ 
amples of the missing generation 
in both the gay and Jewish sides of 
Jacob’s life. His trip to Jerusalem 
is motivated not only by a desire 
to reunite with his brother, but 
also by an urge to escape the ever¬ 
present memories of the death 
from AIDS of his close friend 
Marty. Lowenthal points out that 
Jacob’s estrangement from the gay 
community is very similar to his 
father’s feeling that he’s not a real 
Jew because he is as incompetent 
at the laying of the tefillin as Jacob 
is at casual sex. 

During our talk, Lowenthal 
adds,-“Jacob says>he always had 
this fantasy that when he came 
out he would suddenly be sur¬ 
rounded by a loving community 
that solved all his problems. Well, 
of course, his problems are still 
there... I hope that that’s just a way 
of drawing a connection between 
him and his father...everyone is 
dealing with this balance of be¬ 
longing and alienation, and the 
choices you make for your own 
independence and freedom in¬ 
evitably push you away from 
some of the very things that you 
are seeking.” 

Lowenthal makes The Same 
Embrace's handful of erotic 
episodes count powerfully to¬ 
wards realizing the novel’s strong 
underlying metaphors. While vis¬ 
iting his brother at the orthodox 
yeshiva in Jerusalem, Jacob has a 
potentially unsafe but potent sex¬ 
ual encounter with his brother’s 
best friend, thus combining a hint 
of incest with the notion that sex¬ 
uality and spirituality can be kiss¬ 
ing cousins. Lowenthal explains 
that “for me, it was an important 
way for Jacob to see if he could 
combine the gayness and Jewish¬ 
ness within himself. He says that 
he knows he can’t feel the kind of 
spiritual fervor within himself 
that his brother feels, but he’s al¬ 
ways fantasized that he could lit¬ 
erally be physically inside some¬ 
body who does feel that spiritual¬ 
ity and maybe feel a part of it — 
some kind of transcendental 
property.” 

Perhaps the most disturbing 
episode in the novel is Jacob’s 
tryst with a young German who 
begs for an adult circumcision as 
a way to atone for the sins of the 
Holocaust. Lowenthal concedes 
that this chapter is meant to evoke 
some of the most unsettling 
shards of recent history. “That 
past of the Holocaust and the 
German/Jewish experience is so 


present in his family and yet so 
absent, because nobody will ever 
speak of it. It’s this silent shadow 
hanging over him. Halfway 
through the sexual encounter 
with the German, he realizes 
what’s going on and suddenly 
faces all these mixed emotions 
and shame. He’s mad at the Ger¬ 
man for insisting that this, what in 
some sense is ancient history, be 
part of their connection. He’s also 
mad at himself for not having re¬ 
alized that of course it has to be 
part of their connection. I think a 
lot of people try to work things 
out through sex and would be 
much better off to work them out 
through talking or therapy. It 
places a burden on sex, which 
ends up being somewhat of a dis¬ 
aster.” 

And when Jacob does finally 
connect with another man in a 
healthy way, he’s criticized by a 
lesbian friend for hooking up 
with a 17-year-old Irish kid he 
meets at a dance — a relationship 
that smacks too much of pe¬ 
dophilia for some. Lowenthal, 
who had great fun with this topic 
in his story “Are You A Pe¬ 
dophile?” argues that the relation¬ 
ship is healthy because for once 
the sex is just about sex and not 
about settling ancient scores. 
“Danny is only 17, but in some 
ways he is as mature as Jacob. 
Danny, probably because of the 
generational difference, seems to 
have come out with no guilt. He’s 
one of those great totally out- 


front kids we have today.” 

Finally, on Jacob and 
Jonathan’s moonlight jackoff ses¬ 
sion on their grandparents’ roof, 
Lowenthal says, “That’s obviously 
a significant event for Jacob, but 
they never talk about it in the 
book. I hope it serves to provide 
tension. Does Jonathan remember 
what they did when they were 
twelve? If so, how does he deal 
with it, because now that he’s or¬ 
thodox, it’s a big no-no. And again 
it’s partly an emotional and part¬ 
ly a sexual thing. At one point, 
Jacob talks about thinking they’re 
the same brain just in two sepa¬ 
rate bodies. But in other ways he 
very interested in his brother’s 
body — the differences and the 
similarities.” 

In The Same Embrace, Michael 
Lowenthal attempts the great gay 


novel whose narrative arch en¬ 
compasses virtually every impor¬ 
tant issue affecting gays and Jews 
in the 20th century. At the same 
time, Lowenthal reaches to craft a 
novel so intensely personal that it 
sleeps with a lifetime of taboo 
fantasies — the search for the per¬ 
fect lover who is father, brother 
and self. All this from a young 
writer whose image and talent 
bear a striking resemblance to a 
younger and not yet cynical Philip 
Roth^T

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Rebecca Brown perseveres 

In the dog-eat-dog publishing world

I n her writing studio, Rebecca 
Brown has a secret room. It is a 
P small attic, where she keeps a 
futon and several boxes filled with 
old manuscripts. 

“It’s like a little nun cell,” she 
says, and climbs a ladder into it. 

Sometimes she sleeps in here, 
letting her unconscious work 
through what her conscious mind 
is trying to capture in words. 

Below, in another room, two 
stained glass windows capture im¬ 
ages of Catholic saints. Surround¬ 
ing her wooden writing desk are 
crucifixes, a bust of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, a framed picture of Kurt 
Cobain, and an inflatable rendi¬ 
tion of Edvard Munch’s painting, 
“The Scream.” These items repre¬ 
sent a few of the stories that make 
up our culture. They do not pro¬ 
vide inspiration. Rebecca Brown 
does not believe in artistic inspi¬ 
ration. Instead, she writes toward 
and from a faith in the process it¬ 
self. 

“Just as the act of contempla¬ 
tion or prayer is important in and 
of itself, even if it does not pro¬ 
duce anything, even if it’s direct¬ 
ed to an unacknowledged legisla¬ 
ture,” she says, “so is the process of 
writing.” 

This fall, Rebecca Brown has 
seen her new novel, The Dogs, ar¬ 
rive on bookshelves. A year ago, 
HarperCollins canceled her con¬ 
tract, along with 104 others, in a 
cost-cutting move that epitomizes 
the publishing industry’s dol¬ 
drums. blow she has returned to a 
former publisher, a small press, 
City Lights. As more and more 
editors at commercial publishing 
houses respond to public de¬ 
mand, rather than try to shape it 
by making their own aesthetic 
judgments, serious writers of lit¬ 
erary and experimental fiction 
such as Rebecca Brown are forced 
to turn to small presses. 

“It’s not so much a victory as 
survival,” she says, referring to her 
switch to City Lights after having 
published two collections of sto¬ 
ries with HarperCollins. “Serious 
literary and experimental fiction 
occupies a very tiny place in our 
culture.” 

When Bob Sharrard, a senior 
editor at City Lights, learned that 
HarperCollins canceled Brown’s 
contract, he immediately 
arranged to publish The Dogs. 
“It’s more of an instance of inde¬ 
pendent publishers filling a void 
that’s been left by the failure of 
corporate publishing to publish 
vanguard literature,” he says. 

Under a moody sky 

Brown’s studio is tucked be¬ 
hind a small light blue house in 
Seattle, Washington, where she 
lives with her partner, and it is 
under this moody Northwestern 
sky, a mix of coursing rain clouds 
and blinding sunshine, that Re¬ 
becca Brown writes parables of 
the human psyche. Her stories are 
complex puzzles that create im¬ 
ages of the way we function in 
modern life. She lives on the edge 
of our country just as she exists 
on the periphery of the literary 
world. 

Is that so bad? she wonders. 
“Much of the history of inno¬ 
vative arts is the art of outsiders,” 
she says. “It’s Stein. It’s Genet. 
People who look critically at how 
things are and write from their 
anxiety about it or their desire to

change it, not knowing how to fit 
into it.” 

Brown is a lesbian feminist 
who translates one of our main 
cultural narratives — the Christ¬ 
ian story of suffering, death and 
resurrection — into secular con¬ 
texts. She hollows out that ag -old 
story and fills it with new mean¬ 
ings. In fact, her entire corpus to 
date can be seen as a Bildungsro- 
man that resurrects a repressed 
part of her narrator. Her work 
substantiates Freud’s notion that 
civilization is repression. Like 
Freud, she believes that people 
need to ignore parts of themselves 
in order to live in society. In set¬ 
tings that are a mix of both the 
medieval and the modern eras, 
Brown gives us parables that sug¬ 
gest that the past is inextricably 
linked to the present, and that pri¬ 
vate and public histories are in¬ 
tertwined. 

“The bulk of mainstream and 
midlist American fiction,” she 
says, “is social realist narratives 
about contemporary issues — 
which is fine. [But] that’s not what 
I’m doing ... I couldn’t write a 
straightforward Richard 

Fordesque novel if you did pay me 
a half million dollars. It’s hard to 
imagine.” 

Most people like to see their 
own lives reflected, she says, ac¬ 
knowledging that her work is a 
hard sell. “And as a lesbian, I’m a 
member of 10%.” 

So Brown thinks of herself as a 
poet, rather than as a fiction 
writer. “Poets never expect to be 
read,” she says. “They never expect 
to make money. They never ex¬ 
pect to be called upon to be art 
stars.” 

And, like a poet, she counts the 
beats to each one of her lines. 

Rebecca Brown has won the 
1995 Washington State Gover¬ 
nor’s Art Award, the 1995 Boston 
Book Review Fiction Award, the 
1995 Lambda Literary Award, and 
the 1994 Pacific Northwest Book¬ 
sellers Award for The Gifts of the 
Body. She also has received honors 
for Annie Oakley’s Girl, The Terri¬ 
ble Girls, and The Children’s Cru¬ 
sade. She has earned every award. 
In 1994, she was first published in 
England, because no one would 
take her work in the United States. 
Then she published five books in 
the United States before she found 
a literary agent. At 42, she has yet 
to receive a grant. But she keeps 
on, like so many of her characters 
who perform monotonous acts 
that they can never finish or un¬ 
derstand. 

“[Writing] is very much about 
the process of inquiry,” she says. 
“It’s just this constant effort fueled 
by despair and faith. Or despera¬ 
tion and hope.” 


After cancellation 

After HarperCollins canceled 
her contract, Brown received nu¬ 
merous letters from fans who said 
that they would read her wherev¬ 
er she was published. 

“Rebecca has a very loyal audi¬ 
ence and a fairly wide readership,” 
City Lights’ Sharrard says. “In 
terms of sales, it will be our most 
successful title this season.” 

Brown’s experience with 
HarperCollins has forced her to 
see the importance of small com¬ 
munities. Small presses are more 
interested in literature than in 
commerce, Brown says. They may 
have less money to spend on ad¬ 
vances and publicity, she adds, but 
small press editors believe that 
their titles are meant to last. So 
they keep the books in print. 
Brown is still making money on 
books that City Lights published 
years ago. 

Brown is an integral part of a 
lively literary community. She 
writes essays and reviews for the 
weekly periodical The Stranger. 
She attends and organizes read¬ 
ings of local authors. Among the 
many places she has taught are the 
University of Washington exten¬ 
sion division and the Richard 
Hugo house, a privately funded, 
non-profit writing center. 

On a small stage in a rundown 
tavern, she sits on a wooden stool 
in front of a microphone and a 
room full of her fans, with a copy 
of The Dogs in her hand. One of 


its chapters, “The 
Hammer,” could be 
read as a parody of 
the publishing in¬ 
dustry. The dogs that 
have invaded the 
narrator’s life read 
“from the collected 
barks of some 
over-rated, 
pretty-faced and- 
much-luckier-dog- 
than-I-am dog.” 

The narrator feels 
estranged from this 
species that is dif¬ 
ferent and does not 
speak her lan¬ 
guage. The dogs 
are more advan¬ 
taged, and they 
feel morally supe¬ 
rior. The narrator 
has no control 
over her life. 

“Oh my god,” 

Brown says softly. 

Then she laughs. “That’s a good 
interpretation. But, in fact, I wrote 
that piece five years ago. Perhaps 
it was a prescient viewing of the 
situation at HarperCollins.” 

Over the past 10 years, while 
she was writing The Dogs, Brown 
made cut-and-paste collages. She 
wanted to take her mind away 
from words and focus on images. 
The collages are a mix of typed 
and handwritten texts and draw¬ 
ings and photos of different kinds 
of dogs. 

In one collage, she has pasted 



the image of a crucified female 
dog giving birth to a bespectacled, 
sandy-haired being, which is her¬ 
self. The dog’s heart is large and 
attached precariously to the out¬ 
side of her chest. Directly in the 
middle of the heart, Brown has 
taped the typed words “Remove 
Carefully.” 

This collage joins the kitsch 
that fills Rebecca Brown’s writing 
studio. It hangs just above her 
wooden desk and just below her 
secret room. T

an Rafael’s Ali Akbar Col¬ 
lege of Music has enriched 
-\',J Bay Area music life out of all 
proportion to its modest size and 
more modest budget. The school, 
which has had more addresses 
than Patty Hearst with nothing 
like her financial resources, has 
amplified its teaching mission 
(and to a lesser extent its income) 
by presenting its more 
distinguished teachers ^ 
in generous concert se¬ 
ries. It does so because 
it can. The school’s 
founder and name¬ 
sake, Ali Akbar Khan 
(“Khansahib” to all 
who know him), is the 
world’s 
premiere 
exponent 
of North 
Indian classical music, and the 
best of his countrymen accept in¬ 
vitations to teach at his American 
school both because of the pres¬ 
tige and because he’s the master. 
They come as much to learn as to 
teach and play. 

In celebration of its 30th an¬ 
niversary, the College hosted a 
Spirit of India festival at the Palace 
of Fine Arts two weekends ago 
that was, appropriately and at 
long last, a blow-out of a celebra¬ 
tion. Every Indian musician I have 
come to love over the years was on 
hand, flanked by colleagues whose 
work I was only too glad to en¬ 
counter. 

After Khansahib himself, the 


musician who has most consis¬ 
tently thrilled me over the years is 
Lakshmi Shankar, the sister-in- 
law of Ravi Shankar and herself 
an artist of such integrity and de¬ 
votion (say nothing of chops) that 
when polio put an early end to 
her career as a Bharatanatyam 
dancer, she went on to become 
one of her culture’s greatest 
singers. I’ve heard her probably a 
dozen times, fearing each was the 
last — not because her musician- 
ship is anything short of timeless, 
but because voices 
wear out, and Laksh- 
miji is pushing her 
seventh decade. 

No one bothered to 
tell that to her vocal 
chords, or her stagger¬ 
ingly rich musical imagi¬ 
nation. 

1 Her 90- 
minute 
set in¬ 
cluded a piece each from the prin¬ 
cipal categories of khyal (a fully 
developed improvisation on one 
of the traditional ragas, this one 
approaching an hour in rigorous 
yet passionate unfolding), thurmi 
(love song), and bhajan (devo¬ 
tional hymn). In all, her consum¬ 
mate technique — a pinpoint 
sense of pitch that gives her the 
freedom to play with it) and a 
taste for the most complicated 
rhythms — abetted one of the 
most beautiful voices in the busi¬ 
ness (still, to these ears, complete¬ 
ly undiminished by age) in some 
of the most concentrated, ecstatic, 
and elevating music-making to be 
heard by a living singer. Through¬

out, she was joined by Ramesh 
Mishra, a master of the sarangi, a 
complex, bowed stringed instru¬ 
ment of a decidedly vocal cast, 
who in best Indian practice both 
supported and encouraged this 
remarkable singer. 

Cult music 

In the short span of two days, 
the festival managed to represent 
the amazing variety of Indian 
musical traditions and styles. The 


Ghazal Ensemble gave an impres¬ 
sive display of the kind of music 
the late Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan 
brought to cult status in the West. 
Foremost among the proponents 
of Carnatic, or South Indian, 
music were the entrancing violin¬ 
ist Viji Krishnan-Natarajan and 
Vinod R. Venkkataraman, master 
of the mridangam, the South In¬ 
dian equivalent of the tabla. 

Zakir Hussain, the son of Ravi 
Shankar’s tabla player Alla Rakha 
(the teacher, directly or indirectly, 
of the whole next generation of 
tabla players), made his first ap¬ 
pearance at the helm of his group, 
The Rhythm Experience, a serious 
phalanx of tabla players and other 
drummers who put the daunting 
complexities of Indian rhythms 
on Spellbinding display. This 
opening concert of the festival 
epitomized the interaction of 
teacher and student at the heart of 
the Indian music experience. It 
ended with a jam with saxophon¬ 
ist George Brooks, whose new 
work Hussain will accompany in 
a San Francisco Jazz Festival con¬ 
cert, “Asian Concepts in Jazz,” at 
the Herbst Theatre on Saturday, 
November 7 at 8 p.m. 

Hussain reappeared the same 
evening with Aashish Khan, 
Khansahib’s eldest sarod-playing 
son. I’ve always found this highly 
regarded musician’s playing puz¬ 
zling, and I did again, but Rajeev 
Taranath (playing with the fine 
young sitarist Partha Chatterjee) 


ably represented the next genera¬ 
tion of sarod artists schooled by 
Khansahib. 

The final concert, featuring 
Khansahib and his matchless 
tabla player Swapan Chaudhuri, 
opened with a towering, hour- 
plus journey through an ancient 
raga (fittingly, the festival players 
seemed to gravitate to the tradi¬ 
tion’s oldest music) and closed 
with a moving enactment of the 
transmission of this special music. 
The final piece featured an im¬ 
provisation on raga Zila Kafi that 
included a fixed composition by 
Khansahib’s own father, Allaudin 
Khan — the teacher of all teachers 
in this century — in which 
Khansahib was joined by his 16- 
year-old son Alam in the highly 
gifted teenager’s public debut. The 
experience of hearing sublime 
music across three generations 
brought the crowd to a fever 
pitch. 

At a time when much of the 
Bay Area’s music scene seems in a 
downturn, the strength of this an¬ 
cient yet very much alive musical 
tradition is a gift we ignore at our 
peril. The final concert of The 
Spirit of India will take place Sat¬ 
urday, Nov. 7 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Asian Art Museum, with Steven 
Oda, a Japanese-Canadian sarod 
student of both Aashish and Ali 
Akbar Khan, performing with 
tabla player Ravi Gutala and the 
Bay Area’s own wonderful tabla 
ensemble, Tabla Rasa. T

Don Abstraction 


San Francisco Opera mars Verdi

he San Francisco Opera’s 
new production of Verdi’s 
M Don Carlo is so lacking on 
every level that one can only 
weep. It is the sixth opera of the 
current season, and the third dis¬ 
aster. Like Turandot and Tristan 
earlier this season, Don Carlo, at 
least at its second performance on 
October 27, descended into the 
pits of provincialism which would 
have made an opera company in 
Reno or Knoxville blush. That this 
describes fully one half of the sea¬ 
son so far by the once great San 
Francisco Opera is almost beyond 
comprehension. 

Only James Morris as King 
Philip II of Spain gave a perfor¬ 
mance that was truly worthy of his 
role. In much better vocal shape 
than during last year’s opening 
Flying Dutchman, Morris simply 
was Philip, dominating the stage 
in every way. In the best of all pos¬ 
sible worlds, he would not have 
been allowed to stretch his great 
aria, “Ella giamai m’amo” so that 
it took up almost as much time as 
Act II of Wagner’s Siegfried, but at 
least with Morris one could always 
fall back into simply reveling in his 
sumptuous voice. 

This could not be said about 
any of the rest of the cast. Ironi¬ 
cally, it was during Rodrigo’s 
death scene that Anthony 
Michaels-Moore finally woke up 
and became involved. During his 
final five minutes, Michaels- 
Moore showed he understood 
how to use portamenti to mold 
phrases and use Italian words to 
shape the drama. If he had done 
that all evening, his performance 
would have been on the level of 
Morris’. The part of Rodrigo’s 
bosom buddy, Don Carlo, was as¬ 
sumed by Sergei Larin, who sang 
and acted like a peasant, rather 
than the prince Don Carlo is. He 
did, however, sing on pitch much 
of the time, which is more than 
can be said of any of the ladies on 
stage. 

One wonders if anyone on the 
artistic or musical staff had actu¬ 
ally attended a performance by ei¬ 
ther Nina Rautio or Markella 
Hatziano before hiring them to

make their SFO debuts as Elisa- 
betta and Princess Eboli, respec¬ 
tively. Surely not. Rautio does gen¬ 
erate a certain amount of crude 
excitement in pushing her voice to 
the extreme, rather like Elena Suli- 
tois did for about 18 months in 
the middle 1960s before totally de- 
structing. But undertaking one of 
Verdi’s most introspective, fragile 
heroines only magnified the lack 
of refinement (to put it mildly) in 
Rautio’s singing. The voice is crit¬ 
ically uneven, and her attempts to 
float soft passages at the top of the 
voice (which often had nothing to 
do with either the music or the 
emotional situation) failed every 
time. Singing at less than forte gen¬ 
erally equaled singing off-pitch. 

Hatziano’s Eboli was so egre¬ 
gious the audience simply burst 
into laughter more than once. Her 
singing was of the Wolfgang 
Schmidt/Tristan school, i.e., sim¬ 
ply unacceptable. One under¬ 
stands that, for some reason, a 
great Eboli like Dolora Zajick is 
no longer an option for the SFO, 
but what about Grace Bumbry, 
who is still singing superbly? Must 
one always reach for the bottom 
of the barrel? Victor von Halem’s 
Grand Inquisitor made little im¬ 
pression, as did Cassandre 
Berthon’s U.S. debut as Tebaldo. 

Acoustic acrostic 

Conductor Emmanuel Joel 
was understandably distracted by 
a family medical emergency, but 
Don Carlo needs much firmer di¬ 
rection than it received on this oc¬ 
casion. Singers were indulged to 
the point the score simply fell 
apart. In my sonically challenged 
seat next to the left wall of the au¬ 
ditorium, Verdi’s rich orchestra¬ 
tion became a concerto for bas¬ 
soon, which was mildly amusing 
for a bit, but wore thin long before 
the evening’s four and a half 
hours drew to a close. Was it the 
terrible acoustics under the over¬ 
hang that made the amplified 
chimes and the Celestial Voice in 
the auto-de-fe scene so terribly 
metallic, and the off-stage band so 
inaudible? And is that, perhaps,, 
why the usually superb SF Opera 
Chorus sounded weak and ragged 
all evening? 

The new production by Emilio 


Sagi (his debut), designed by Zack 
Brown, is sophomoric and pre¬ 
tentious. One only knows what is 
going on if one has read all the 
press materials ahead of time, 
which is unacceptable in the the¬ 
ater. So most of the audience had 
no idea what that model house is 
doing inside a glass vitrine, for in¬ 
stance. All evening, the stage uses 
more minimal black than Bloom- 
ingdale’s designer showrooms 
used in the 1970s at the height of 
the Industrial Chic Period, 
though what that has to do with 
Spain or Verdi’s Don Carlo is any¬ 
one’s guess, since the sumptuous 
costumes (is much as one could 
see in the prevailing darkness on 
stage) were faithful to the 16th 
Century. If one is going to reduce 
Don Carlo to an abstract , mini¬ 
malist essence, one had better 
have the greatest singing actors in 
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Josie's Ron Lanza 


Josie’s best 
(and last) 

T wo months of nostalgia: that’s 
what’s in store for queer comedy 
and cabaret lovers from now till 
the end of the year as the venerable 
and much beloved Josie’s Cabaret and 
Juice Joint slowly exits stage left. 

When Ron Lanza opened Josie’s in 
1990, he continued a tradition he had 
started in the mid-1970s, when he was 
administrator of the old Gay Commu¬ 
nity Center at 32 Page St., and ex¬ 
panded upon when he ran the old Va¬ 
lencia Rose cafe and cabaret on Valen¬ 
cia Street. Lanza had a penchant for 
spotting sharp talent, and undertook 
to showcase performers in casual set¬ 
tings where people could sip drinks 
while enjoying laughs and tears. 

So it is with mixed joy and sadness 
that regular patrons greet the news 
that Lanza, in preparing to close shop 
permanently, will present the best of 
Josie’s acts through the end of the year. 

The stellar revue starts off with a 
thunderclap on Friday, November 6 
with comedians Suzy Berger, Lisa 
Geduldig, and relative newcomer 
Bob McIntyre. Berger, a New Yorker 
who wrote for “Roseanne,” is much in 
demand as a comic and emcee around 
the country, while Geduldig is herald¬ 
ed as creator of the all-Jewish Kung 
Pao Kosher Comedy Show, which got 
its start in a Chinese restaurant. The 
new kid on the block, McIntyre, grad¬ 
uated from Josie’s Monday Open Mic 
Night to become a regular funny guy 
on weekends. Showtime is 8pm. Tick¬ 
ets are $10. 

On Saturday, November 7, two 
other regulars take to the boards for 
the early show (8pm. $10): Karen 
Ripley, known Tor her relentlessly 
dead-pan style and improvisational 
skill, and Bridget Schwartz, who will 
deliver her trademark edgy humor, al¬ 
ways outrageous. 

Later that Saturday night (10pm. 
$10), the comedy continues with 
Geduldig, Page Hurwitz, and Elvira 
Kurt playing to the bar-skipping 
crowd. 

Then on Monday, November 9, up- 
and-coming talent will be put in the 
spotlight for one of the last several Gay 
Comedy Open Mic sets (8pm. $5), 
hosted by Geduldig. For two hours, 
raw talents will test the waters, and, 
who knows? Some newcomer or other 
may be headed for stardom, though, 
alas, after New Years, they’ll have to get 
their laughs at somewhere else, for 
Josie’s will be no more. ▼

McDowell was 
lavishing a queer aesthetic in his 
movies back in the 70s, as the 
Roxie showing of his 1975 hard¬ 
core masterpiece Thundercrack 
amply demonstrated. His untime¬ 
ly death came in 1987. This fall, 
Videoactive Releasing has brought 
out video releases of Thunder- 
crack and a shorts compilation 
called Loads of McDowell, includ¬ 
ing his much-loved short Loads, 
in which all manner of rough 
trade is invited up to his Tender¬ 
loin studio to toss a load on cam¬ 
era.

Born at the wrong time

Shimmer by Sarah Schulman;

> eople either love or hate a 

‘I: *•' Sarah Schulman novel; her 
I! characters and her risk-tak¬ 
ing (or lack of it) inspire strong 
reactions. Bring up Empathy at a 
party and watch the fur fly. When 
I review Schulman, I try to let 
readers gauge how closely their 
tastes meet mine, in the same way 
that I use a certain film critic: if he 
hates a movie, odds are I’ll find it 
fascinating, and if he writes a rave, 
I cross it off my list. In the inter¬ 
ests of fair warning, the winners 
of my personal popularity poll are 
Girls, Visions, and Everything and 
Empathy, while in the garbage pit 
is People in Trouble. Note that I 
have left out a few: I had mixed 
reactions to After Delores and 
haven’t read Rat Bohemia, while 
The Sophie Horowitz Story is so 
long ago it hardly counts. 

But don’t take any of this too 
seriously, because unlike Empathy 
or People in Trouble, Shimmer is a 
book we all can love. It ratchets 
Schulman a notch or two higher 
into rarefied territory where very 
good authors take real chances 
that mainly work, and in some 
way it elucidates her other books; 
it stitches together her work into 
a whole cloth. 

Shimmer concerns itself with 
that perennial Schulman topic, 
identity, and specifically how in¬ 
dividuals are informed and di¬ 
minished by the unavoidable fact 
of who they are in unfortunate 
opposition or happy conjunction 
with society and the politics of the 
moment. What’s of the moment 
in Shimmer is the McCarthy era 
and blacklisting; being different in 
gender, race, orientation, class, or 
even ambition from the minority 
in charge is a crime punishable by 
irrelevance. Schulman is writing 
about the social construction of 
reality, and when at the end of 
Shimmer, her character Sylvia 
Golubowsky clings to her identi¬ 
ty, thus losing everything and 
gaining herself back in one grand 
gesture, she is embracing the 
paradox that defines her life. 

Have I made Shimmer sound 
tiresome and didactic? It is any¬ 
thing but. Schulman’s gift, and it 
is more present here than ever, is 
to observe what makes us tick 
with a piercing honesty that is as 
wise as it is acute. Much of our in¬ 
teractions, when we touch and 
wound each other, when we try to 
love each other, occur in small 
moments, in unthought-out ges¬ 
tures, in the acting out of as¬ 
sumptions we believe are univer¬ 
sal. Schulman explores these in 
detail, in scenes in which her

haps the film most indicative of 
Adamson’s cinematic legerdemain 
is Horror of the Blood Monsters. 
An ancient ploy of schlockmeis- 
ters was to buy (or steal) the rights 
to an existing film, shoot a few ad¬ 
ditional scenes, and present it as 
new. This happened with the orig¬ 
inal Godzilla, but Adamson tri¬ 
umphed when he took a cheap 
Filipino caveman movie and shot 
some surrounding footage of toy 
spaceships and a lounge convert¬ 
ed into a cut-rate Cape Canaveral 
to make us think we’re looking at 
a space movie. Probably 90 per¬ 
cent of the film is the Filipino 


characters blunder and dream 
and have visions, and are often 
brought up short in careless ways 
that make us wince with sympa¬ 
thy and painful recognition. 

‘Star’ system 

The novel starts in the present 
day, with Sylvia commenting on 
her past: “Certain personality 
types slit our own throats because 
we have to. We can’t help it, we’re 
about something larger than our¬ 
selves. But don’t slit your own 
throat if you’re not expecting 
blood. There is no cure for 
honor.” Within another page, 
we’re slung back to 1948, where 
Sylvia works as a secretary at the 
New York Star. The secretaries 
start off at desk Number Eighteen 
and move up as the girls ahead of 
them get married, are fired, or 
lose heart. Sylvia wants to be a re¬ 
porter, and she thinks she’s got to 
move seventeen desks to achieve 
her goal; the fact that no other girl 
has advanced from the steno pool 
to the newsroom doesn’t faze her. 

Then there’s Cal Byfield. A tal¬ 
ented playwright, he wants his 
plays produced on Broadway — 
or let’s not get too grandiose, Off- 
Broadway would do. Cal’s prob¬ 
lem is that he’s black. Everyone 
tells him to write for the small 
theater groups in Harlem, but he 
is stubbornly set on writing 
black-themed plays for a general 
audience. “I want to be called an 
American playwright with an 
American voice,” he says. “None of 
you dream of having your life’s 
blood on some second-rate stage. 
Why should I?” 

Austin Van Cleeve is a rich 
leech whose only joy lies in screw¬ 
ing other people over. He has no 
redeeming values, which is the 
sole glaring defect in a book oth¬ 
erwise strewn with very compli¬ 
cated characters who dig and 
gnarl at the truth, no matter how 
unpalatable it may be. Schulman 
might say that Van Cleeve is just 
that unpalatable, but she didn’t 
convince me, particularly since we 
read his parts in first person. 

The first two-thirds of the 
book are rendered in voices so at¬ 
tuned to the late ’40s that it’s al¬ 
most eerie. Sylvia’s and Austin’s 
stories are told in first person, 
while Cal’s life is related by his 
granddaughter, with some first 
person material from his journal. 
Not only are the voices absolutely 
distinct, but Schulman effortless¬ 
ly shifts back and forth as she 
knits a spider’s web that the read¬ 
er, with sinking stomach, knows 
will eventually entrap everyone. 

Pining soul 

When we meet Sylvia, she is 
pining over her roommate, who 
has just moved out to get married. 
The two did everything together, 


original, but in Adamson’s deft 
hands it becomes a much wilder 
experience. Unconscious comedy 
arrives with another actor on the 
downward curve, John Carradine, 
whose inexplicable screaming 
nastiness with his crew is only 
surpassed for sheer camp fun by 
things like the filmmaker’s refusal 
to bother removing the stools 
from the bar he’s trying to pass off 
as a command central for a space 
mission. ▼

and Sylvia can’t understand how 
her friend could simply abandon 
her. Because she doesn’t conceive 
of lesbian relationships, she does¬ 
n’t quite understand her feelings, 
but she doesn’t dismiss them, ei¬ 
ther; Sylvia doesn’t need outsiders 
to verify her feelings. This proves 
to be both her undoing and her 
strength — when she is betrayed 
later on in the book, she is devas¬ 
tated, both by the act and by the 
fact that no one takes her rage se¬ 
riously. 

When Sylvia does not become 
a reporter, Schulman doesn’t 
make the mistake of saddling her 
with a job she hates. Sylvia likes 
her new post and is good at it, but 
it’s not what she desperately wants 
to do. She might have failed as a 
reporter, but at least she would 
have had the adventure of trying; 
Sylvia’s — and Cal’s — failure is 
implicit in the fact of their lives, 
of who they are. Says Cal: “My ca¬ 
reer was over ... I could never be 
what I wanted to be, because what 
I wanted to be could not exist in 
that historic moment.” We can 
blame society’s failure, but we 
must also say that failure is visited 
in each individual’s broken heart. 

Using Cal’s granddaughter to 
tell his story is a brilliant stroke 
that brings us to a present in 
which N. Tammi Byfield goes to 
Columbia near the same cafe 
where her grandfather flipped 
burgers. We see the massive social 
changes, and we also see that the 
historic moment Cal was awaiting 
is light-years away. The travails of 
Cal and Sylvia are achingly famil¬ 
iar; when the certainty of failure 


has been vastly magnified for 
large groups of people, what has 
changed? 

It’s a dilemma that Schulman, 
who is a better writer than she’s 
given credit for, is well-suited to 
explore. Says Sylvia about the stu¬ 
dents she teaches to write: “None 
of this matters because they are 
already doomed. By history. They 
too were born at the wrong time... 
One day each of these kids will 
pray to be stuck in an office with 
fluorescent lights... You see, in 
today’s economy, even excellence 
has no reward.” T

Country- 
style discs 


by Gregg Shapiro 


' he reviews have been as 
mixed as a possum stew for 
the movie Clay Pigeons, but 
one thing’s for certain, the sound¬ 
track packs the blast of buckshot. 
The dozen songs on Clay Pigeons 
are a solid blend of new and old 
country tunes. 

Kicking off with tracks by two 
proponents of what I still refer to 
as country punk (you can call it 
insurgent country, no depression, 
y’alternative, or anything else that 
you’d like), Old 97s and Firewater 
(“Timebomb” and “Another Per¬ 
fect Catastrophe,” respectively), 
the soundtrack also features con¬ 
tributions by such new country 
bumpkins as the amazing Sara 
Evans (who also appears on the 
Tammy Wynette tribute disc 
Tammy Wynette Remembered ) 
singing “Almost New,” Sister 
Hazel (covering the Bellamy Bros.’ 
“Let Your Love Flow”), and Lyle 
Lovett (“Teach Me About Love”). 
The most surprising moment on 
the soundtrack occurs when 
Tonic (Tonic?) nails a surprising¬ 
ly savvy cover of Nilsson’s “Every¬ 
body’s Talking.” As for the classic 
stuff, you simply can’t go wrong 
with “Moon Over Montana” by 
Jimmy Wakely and Don Gibson’s 
“Sea Of Heartbreak,” to name a 
few. 

The aforementioned “Another 
Perfect Catastrophe” also appears 
on Firewater’s The Ponzi Scheme 
(Cherry/Universal), which was 
originally issued on the Jetset 


label. Even though country punk 
is not the dominant force on the 
Firewater disc, its presence is felt 
strongly enough on songs such as 
“Caroline” (did you hear that fid¬ 
dle?) and the gospel-ly “Knock 
’Em Down.” The variety of music 
on The Ponzi Scheme is what 
makes it so easy to recommend. 
There’s practically something for 
everyone here. Other highlights 
include “Green Light,” “Dropping 
Like Flies” (which reminded me 
of the Afghan Whigs), “Whistling 
In The Dark,” “So Long, Super¬ 
man,” and the unusual instru¬ 
mentals “Ponzi’s Theme” and “El 
Borracho.” 

Closer in cow-punk spirit to 
bands such as Geraldine Fibbers 
(especially on “Horrorshow”), 
The Blacks are at their most col¬ 
orful when they veer towards 
country and away from punk. 
Standouts include “Teresa Leaves 
Lonesome Town,” “Moan,” “Tor¬ 
tured Holiday,” “Crazy,” and 
“Never Coming Back.” 

A purveyor of more tradition¬ 
al sounds, bluegrass artist Sam 
Bush keeps it fresh on his disc 
Howlin At The Moon (Sugar Hill). 
Bush wrote (or co-wrote) less 
than half of the songs on the 
album, which allowed him to 
demonstrate both his songwriting 
ability (“Ozzie & Max,”“Funk 42,” 
and “Harbor Docks,” which he co¬ 
wrote with Bela Fleck) and his 
taste in cover tunes (“Go With 
The Flow” and Winwood and Ca- 
paldi’s “Hold On,” to name a few) 
while playing a mean mandolin, 
fiddle and banjo. ▼
